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PREFACE. 


LENGTH of time, change of coun- 
tries and governments, corruption of lan- 
guage, and haſty copies in writing, before 
the more exact method of printing became 
generally uſed, has been the means of not 
only introducing, without deſign, into the 
Hebrew Bible, an inſertion of ſome new 
words, but likewiſe an expulſion of ſome 
of the old, which produces a diſagreement 
in ſome few parts, and makes it differ now 
from what it originally was in the times of 
David, Solomon, and at the commence. 
ment of the Babylonian captivity: ſome 
parts of the Engliſh tranſlation are, conſe. 
quently, erroneous; but they are ſo imma. 
terial as not to affect, in the leaft, the truth 
of its ſacred Kecords, or the tendency of its 


divine inſtruction.

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The few parts of the Engliſh tranſlation, 
which I am inftructed to alter in my wri- 
tings, the propriety will be allowed by 
every perſon that has diſcernment to per- 
ceive, or conviction to believe: — beyond 
the limits of my authority, for it is pre- 
ſcribed, I am not ſuffered to proceed in 
any word or in any way whatever. 

The following are the words which the 
Lord God ſpoke to me in a viſion, ſoon 
after I was commanded to write and make 
known his judgments, for the good of 
London and general benefit of all nations : 
| — There is no other man under the whole 

heaven that I diſcover the errors of the 
Bible to, and reveal a knowledge how to 
correct them, ſo that they may be reſtored 
a they were in the beginning, but your- 
elf. 
Moreover, when I began to write I be- 
lieved it neceſſary to adopt the ſame lan- 
guage as the Scripture does, regularly imi- 
tating it in the words—ye, thee, and thou ;

ner as I always ſpeak to you; write as 
other men do; write according to the cuſ-

A man that has been an officer in the 
navy, whoſe immediate anceſtors have been

forward, with all the juſt reaſons I ad- 
vance, the ſurprize and doubt, entertained 
at the beginning, ought to vaniſh in as.

count. ; 

But remember likewiſe, from the records 
of Scripture, that Moſes was taken away 
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in his infancy, and remained ſeparated from 
his brethren for eighty years ; the firſt forty 
of which he was reared in the palace of the 
king of Egypt, and educated in the lan- 
guage and cuſtoms of the country like one 
of its own native princes; yet he was re- 
vealed to the Iſraelites as the prophet of 
God, to order their haſty departure from 
Pharoah's bondage, and afterwards to con- 
duct them to the Promiſed Land. 


Saut, the ſon of Kiſh, after being anoint- 
ed king, prophecied in company with 
other men, to the great aſtoniſhment of all 
that faw him. | 


David, king of Iſrael, the greateſt fa- 
vourite that ever God had on earth, whoſe 
ars, though many, originated at that time 
rom neceſſity and juſtice, never under- 
took, but to prevent the introduction of 
idolatry, and preſerve in the land of Iſrael 
- a true uninterrupted worſhip of God, was 


a pxophet ; and for whoſe ſake, in remem- 


brance of his name, beſieging armies were 
deſtroyed, and Jeruſalem ſafely delivered. 
Yet this great monarch, this unequalled 
favourite, this pattern of mercy to all 
+ kings, and who alone, of all men under 
heaven, poſſeſſed the eſtabliſhed n 

o 
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of everlaſting national government, could 
not, (but the objection did not proceed 
from any charge of injuſtice or ſin,) for, 
being a man of war, and having ſhed much 
blood on the earth, although done by the 
expreſs concurrence of the Moſt High, be 
permitted to build at Jeruſalem a temple 
of worſhip for him: The great honour was 
given to Solomon, a king of peace, his ſon 
and immediate ſucceſſor; ſo averſe, though 
neceſſitated to order it, was the Creator of 
the world to the effuſion of blood and the 
deſtruction of man.

DANIEL, a captive prince at Babylon, in 
Aſſyria; and yet both were great pro- 
phets. 


GOD, without being accountable to any 
man for what he does, will ſanctify, wit 
his bleſſed Spirit, whom he pleaſes, how- 

V ever 
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ever aſtoniſhing it may appear, and how- 
ever incredible to the ſelf righteous, that 
any perſon, in preference to himſelf, ſhould 
receive and be commanded to make known 
a communication of revealed knowledge ;* 
but with God there is no diſtinction of high 
or low, rich or poor; in his preſence both 
are regarded alike, when juſt; and the 
Scripture abounds with many examples, 
recorded on purpoſe for after ages to imi- 


tate.

St. Paul was taught a knowledge of the Goſpel by 
revelation, and inſtructed likewiſe how to preach it, 
* he could be an apoſtle, and joined to the miniſtry 
of Chriſt.

N obedience to the facred command of 
the Lord God, whoſe ſervant and pro- 
phet I am, I publiſh this writing, that it 
may be tranſlated into all languages, for 
the information and benefit of all nations. 
This is the laſt ſign, and laſt warning, 
I am commanded to ſay, that will be 
given in writing before I am revealed to the 
Fews, when the commands delivered to me 
will be—to order them to depart in great 
haſte from all nations, and go to the land 
of Iſrael : to repronounce the judgments of 
God, which have been ſuſpended hither- 
i ogy my ſake, and declare them irrevoc- 
e. 


Of the ypRoOPHECY which relates 10 the preſent 
Time of the woRLD, i be preſent WAR, and 
the approaching DESTRESS of all NATIONS. 


THE PROPHET DANIEL. 
CHAP. VIE. 
IN the firſt year of Belſhazzar, king of 
Babylon, Daniel * 2 dream, and viſions 
in

in the night on his bed; then he wrote the 
viſions, to ſhew the ſubſtance of what they 
contained. 

2 Daniel ſpake and ſaid; I ſaw in my 
viſion by night, and behold, the four 
winds of the heaven ſtrove on the great 
ſea. | 

3 And four great beaſts came up from the 
ſca, different one from another. 

4 The firſt was like a lion, and it had 
cagle's wings: I beheld 'till the wings 
were plucked, when it was lifted up on the 
earth, and made ſtand on the feet as a 
man; and a man's heart was given to it. 

The lion means George the Third, the 
preſent king of England; plucking the 
wings of the lion, means taking away the 
power of the king; made ſtand on the 
feet as a man, with a man's heart, means 
his reduction to the condition of other 
men, and poſſeſſing ſimilar thoughts. 


It is more than twenty months fince | 
firſt wrote to the king, queen, and mini- 
ſter of ſtate, to inform them of many 
things that would come to paſs ; that the 
time was nearly accompliſhed for fome of 
the judgments of God to be made manifeſt, 
and alſo that this prophecy was fulfilling : 
I beſceched them in the moſt earneſt and 


reſpectful 


„ 


reſpectful language, not to join in the war 
on any account whatever, or even encou- 
rage it; for the death of Louis the Six- 
teenth would be impoſſible to prevent, it 
was recorded, and could not be avoided ; 
the revolution in France, and its conſe. 
quences, proceeded entirely from the 
judgment of God to fulfil this prophecy of 
Daniel : therefore all attempts to over- 
throw the judgment, and preſerve the mo- 
narchy by force, was oppoſing what was 
determined in the Scripture of Truth ſhould 
moſt certainly take place. 

The aſpect of the war was deluſive, the 
encouragements of ſucceſs that it held out 
to princes were deceitful; but thoſe en- 
couragements of deluſion were permitted, 
to bring many nations under the judgment 
of God, and puniſh them for the heavy 
guilt of oppoſing his decrees. 

If many had no more to fight againſt 
than a few men alone, or nations but one 
divided nation to ſubdue, then it might 
with reaſon be expected that the greateſt 
number would ſoon overcome the leaſt, 
and that many ſtrong nations would ſoon 
conquer a weak one: but it is many men 
fighting againſt the Spirit of God, and 
ſtrong nations labouring in vain with their 


blood 
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blood and treaſure to overthrow his Judg- 
ment. 

The Lord God permits this oppoſition 
for three years and a half, to fulfil the de- 
termined part of this prophecy on all that 
oppoſe it; that done, his judgments will 
take place, to puniſh man and lay waſte 
kingdoms. | 

St. John the Apoſtle, in the nineteenth 
— of the Revelation, alludes to the 

reſent time of the world, and means the 

me things, though differently deſcribed, 
as the prophet Daniel does in the ſeventh 
chapter; for which I am commanded to 
inſert a part, that all princes and govern- 
ments may be publicly warned, that they 
may know the conſequences of this war, 
from the judgment of God, will be— 
death to millions, and everlaſting diſtreſs 
to all nations. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worſhip him, 
and he ſaid to me, ſee thou do it not; I 
am thy fellow ſervant, and of thy brethren 
that have the teſtimony of Jeſus; worſhip 
God: for the teſtimony of Jeſus is the 
ſpirit of prophecy. 

11 And I ſaw heaven opened; and be- 
hold a white horſe ; and he that fat on 
him was called Faithful and True : and in 
righteouſneſs he doth judge and make 1 *

ſun; and he cried with a lou

12 His eyes were as a flame of fire, and 
on his head were many crowns ; and he 
had a name written that no man knew but 
he himſelf. | 

13 And he was cloathed with a veſture 
dipped in blood : and his name 1s called, 
The Word of God: 

14 And the armies which were in hea- 
ven followed him on white horſes, cloath- 
ed in fine linen, white and clean. 

The armies are an alluſion to the power- 
ful judgments of God, under what—or how 
many different forms their viſitation of 
death is made on the world. 

15 And out of his mouth a ſharp 
ſword, that with it he ſhould ſmite the na- 
tions: and he will rule them with a rod of 
iron ; and he treads the wine-preſs of the 
fierceneſs and wrath of Almighty God. 

16 And he has on his veſture and on his 
thigh a name written, King of kings, and 
Lord of lords. | 
17 And I faw an angel ſtanding in the 
voice, 
(meaning thunder, which is explained in 
the firſt book of Revealed Knowledge) ſay- 
ing to all the fowls that fly in the midſt of 
heaven, come and gather yourſelves toge- 


ther to the ſu of the great God. 
— — 18 That 
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18 That ye may eat the fleſh of kings, 
and the fleſh of captains, and the fleſh of 
mighty men, and the fleſh of horſes, and 
of them that fit on them; and the fleſh of 
all men, both free and bond, both ſmall 
and great. 

19 And I ſaw the beaſt, and the kings 
of the earth, and their armies gathered to- 
gether, to make war againſt him that ſat 
on the horſe, and againſt his army. 

20 And the beaſt was taken, and with 
him the falſe prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he deceived them 
that had received the mark of the beaſt, 
and them that worſhipped his image. 
Theſe both were caſt alive into a lake of 
fire burning with brimſtone. 

21 And the remnant were ſlain with the 
ſword of him that ſat on the horſe, which 
ſword proceeded out of his mouth ; and all 
the fowls were filled with their fleſh. 


DANIEL, CHAP. VII. CONTINUED. 


5 And, behold, another beaſt ; a ſecond, 
like a bear: and it raiſed itſelf up on one 
ſide, with three ribs in its mouth between 
its teeth; and they ſaid thus to it, Ariſe, 
devour much fleſh. 

This verſe means the preſent empreſs of 
Ruſſia : She is, according to the 3

of God in this prophecy, decreed to ſuffer 
death: and by revelation I am informed it 

will be done by the hands of man. | 
6 After this I beheld, and lo, another 
like a leopard: which had on its back 
four wings of a fowl ; the beaſt had alſo 
four heads, and dominion was given to it. 
The Leopard, means Louis the Six- 
teenth king of France: the wings of 'a 
fowl on its back, is, like the eagle's on the 
lion, an alluſion ro the king's great move- 
able power. | 
The fall of this monarch from a throne, 
and afterwards ſuffering death, to fulfil the 
judgment of God by his propher Daniel, 
was impoſſible for all the armies of Europe 
to prevent; equally ſo as the decreed death 
of Charles the Firſt, king of England, which 
is mentioned by St. John in the thirteenth 
chapter and third verſe of the Revelation; 
the deadly wound being healed, in the ſame verſe, 
means the recovery of monarchy by the reſlora- 
tion of Charles the Second. : 
7 After this I ſaw in the night viſions a 
fourth beaſt; and behold, it was dreadful, 
and terrible and ſtrong exceedingly ; and 
it had great iron teeth : it devoured, broke 
in pieces, and ſtamped on the reſidue 
(meaning the electors) with its feet; it was 
different 
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different from all the beaſts that were ſeen 
defore, and it had ten horns. 

This great beaſt, ſo different from the 
others, means the preſent emperor of Ger- 


many; the ten horns, mean the electors, or 


1 of the em 

In one part of Wir e chapter the horns are 
denominated kings ; the reaſon is, they 
raiſe armies, go to war, and govern with 
abſolute power, like them ; but notwith- 
ſtanding, they all acknowledge the empe- 
= as their chief, and under that acknow- 

gment of ſubjection are ſolemnly en- 
8 to defend his empire when called on. 
Fox which, to conceal the meaning of the 
prophecy, until the fulneſs of time comes 
and the appointed perſon for it to be re- 
vealed to, the viſion repreſents the Ger- 
man princes as horns'of defence belonging 
to the emperor's head. 

It devoured, broke in pieces, and ſtamp- 
ed on the reſidue with its feet—means the 
entire deſtruction of the German electors ; 
and the poſſeſſion of their territories by the 
emperor : he will deſtroy them, and alſo 
ſpread his dominion over Italy ; threaten- 

ing at the ſame time all Europe, and de- 
ſpiſing its kings with their feeble efforts to 
oppoſe him. Rome will fall under his 
power, and ſo will Venice likewiſe; the 

former 
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former will be retaken by the French re. 
public, but the latter will he plundered and 
almoſt deſtroyed. After this, to fulfil the 
prophecy and the judgment of God, he will 
uffer death from the hands of man. 

The orders of the emperor, in the Nether- 
lands, are, that if the Auftrian army ſhould 
be defeated, and it ng ſurely will ; for I am 
commanded to repeat, as an example and 
warning, what the prophet Jeremiah was 
commanded to ſay to the meſſengers of Ze- 
dekiab, king of Judah: 


| CHAP. XXXVIT, 

9 Thus ſays the Lord; Deceive not your- 
ſelves, ſaying, The. Chaldeans will furely de- 
from us: for they; ſhall not depart. 
10 For though he had ſmitten the whole 
army of the Chaldeans that fight againſt you, 
and there remained but wounded men, yet 
thay ſhould riſe up, every man in his tent, 
and burn this city with fire. _ 2 

By the ſame example, if the French army 
was to be defeated, even again and again, it 
ſhould recover and conquer likewiſe; (that 
all the judgments of God, in the ſeventh 
chapter of the prophecy of Daniel, may take 
their courſe, and be fulfilled,) to acknow- 
ledge the French republic, and make an im- 
mediate peace on the beſt terms that can be 

obtained, 
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obtained, the intereſts of other nations will 
not be much conſulted: time, the threats 
of a victorious enemy, and the perilous con- 
dition of the German atmy, will not admit 
the leaſt delay. 

The Engliſh will ſharply remonſtrate a- 

inſt this conduct; for which their army, 

owever incredible it may appear to the Go- 
vernment now, will be furrounded, diſ- 
armed, and commanded to depart: but their 
General will be detained by the Auſtrian; 
and, by revelation from the Lord God to 
me, he falls to the ground. 

The emperor, being exhauſted of money 
by the war, but having a large army at his 
command, determines, now he has made 
peace with the French, and quattelled wir 
the Engliſh, to execute the plan he has for 
ſome time conceived the hopes of being one- 
day able to accompliſh— his father and un- 
cle, ſtrange as it may appear, yet it is moſt 
certainly true, for I am informed, by revela-- 
tion, conceived the ſame deſign, and be- 
heved the attempt eaſily practicable when the 
opportunity offered, which is—che reduction of 
all Germany, under the ſole government of himſelf. 

He begins with ſeizing on the electorate 
of Hanover, and plundering it quite bare: 
after this ſucceſs, his ambition for more ex- 
tenſive dominion will riſe; it will now lead 
him boldly forward to ſubject and devour 

them 
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them all. For God, to fulfil his judgments, 
and this prophecy of Daniel, in chapter vii. 
will deliver him over, to be governed by the 
ſecret, but powerful workings of an evil 
ſpirit; becauſe his inclinations are bad: ac- 
cording to all that I informed the king and 
queen of, in May and June 1792; as he did 
Ahab, king of Iſrael, to accompliſh his fall, 
and the entire deſtruction of his family. 


FIRST OF KINGS, 
CHAP. XX11. 

4 And he ſaid to Jehoſhaphat, Wilt thou 
o with me to the battle to Ramoth Gilead? 
And Jehoſhaphat ſaid to the king of Iſrael, 
I am the ſame as thou, my people as thy 
people, my horſes as thy horſes. 

5 And Jehoſhaphat ſaid to the king of 
Ifrael, Enquire, I pray thee, from the word 
of the Lord to-day. 

6 Then the king of Iſrael gathered the 
prophets together, about four hundred men, 
and ſaid to them, Shall I go againſt Ramoth 
Gilead to battle, or I forbear ? and 
they ſaid, Go up; for the Lord will deliver 
it into the hand of the king. 

7 And Jehoſhaphat ſaid, Is there not here 
a prophet of the Lord beſides, that we might 
enquire of him? | er 

8 And 
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8 And the king of Iſrael ſaid to Jehoſha- 
phat, There 1s one man yet, Micaiah, the 
ſon of Imlah, by whom we may enquire of 
the Lord : but I hate him, for he does not 
prophecy good of me, but evil. And Je- 
hoſhaphat fad, Let not the king fay ſo. 

11 And Zedekiah, the ſon of Chenaanah, 
made horns of iron; and he ſaid, Thus ſays 
the Lord, with theſe thou ſhalt puſh the 
Syrians, until thou conſume them. 

12 And all the prophets prophecied fo, 
ſaying, Go up to Ramoth Gilead, and proſ- 
ſper: for the Lord will deliver it into the 
king's hand. 

13 And the meſſenger that was gone to 
call Micaiah, ſpake to him, ſaying, Behold 
now, the words of the prophets are as one 

mouth, declaring good to the king: let thy 
word, I pray thee, be like the word of one 
of them, and ſpeak that which is good allo. 

14 And Micaiah ſaid, As the Lord lives, 
what the Lord ſays to me, that will I ſpeak : 

17 And he faid, I ſaw all Iſrael ſcattered 
on the hills, as ſheep which have not a ſhep- 
herd: and the Lord ſaid, Theſe have no 
maſter ; let them return, every man to his 
houſe in peace. 

18 And the king of Iſrael ſaid to Jehoſha- 
phat, Did I not tell thee, that he would pro- 
phecy no good for me, but evil ? 


19 And 
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19 And he ſaid, Hear thou therefore the 
word of the Lord: I ſaw the Lord ſittim on 
his throne, and all the hoſt of heaven ftand- 
ing by him, on his right hand and on his left. 

20 And the Lord faid, Who will perſuade 
Ahab, that he may go up and fall at Ramoth 
Gilead; and one faid in this manner, and 
another ſaid in that manner. 

21 And there came forth a Spirit, and he 
ſtood before the Lord, and ſaid, I will per- 
ſuade him.

23 Now, therefore, behold, the Lord God 
has mo a lying ſpirit in the mouth of all 
theſe thy prophets, and the Lord has ſpoken 
of evil concerning thee. 

The Emperor's council will be filled with 
the ſame deluſive evil ſpirit, that they may 
concue with him, and poſſeſs the ſame vio 
lent inclination for war and human deftruc- 
tion as himſelf. At this time a freſh decree 
will be iſſued from Vienna, commanding all 
Germany, and all the people under his go- 
vernment, as he conquers them by fire and 
ſword, to offer ſolemn prayers up to the 1 
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God, for the further ſucceſs of his imperial 
majeſty's arms, the entire deſtruction of his 
enemies, and the preſervation of himſelf; 
ling him, in blaſphemy again/t Ged, their moſt 
Gracious, Juſt, and Merciful Sovereign 
Lord. 
The other nations of Europe, afraid and ms 
trembling, will as ſolemnly implore the ſame 
Lord God for peace and ſafety, againſt ſuch 
a cruel enemy, forgetting, that it was but a 
little time before, they were praying in the — 
the ſame ſtrain of blaſphemy as himſelf — 7. 
defiroy their enemies, and give ſueceſs to their arms; 
to that very ious and compaſſionate God, 
who ſealed the redemption: of man with his 
own blood, and ſtrictly commanded all na- 
tions, as his children and people, to live in 
e and brotherly love. | 
Oppoſition is in vain; he goes through the 
principalities like a flood, and collects in his 
progreſs a 2 army. The courſe of the 
rophecy is, That he ſhall conquer and de- 
Hos all before him: therefore he certainly | 
will; and take 2 the treaſure of many 
wealthy cities likewiſe. | 5; 
After this, to finiſh oppreſſion, and fulfil- 
the decreed judgment of God, the French

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mong the ve e whoſe relations he de- 
ſtroyed, whoſe towns he plundered and burnt 
but a little time before. This is Francis, 
the preſent reigning emperor of Germany, 
who is deſcribed, in chap. vii. ver. . of the 
of Daniel, as great, ſtrong, and 
terrible ; ſtamping under his feet with con- 
tempt, and deſtroying all the princes round 
him. His ambition will encreaſe with his 
dominion, and his canqueſts will be fo won- 
derful, for f ſhorr time, as to make all Eu- 
rope tremble ; his end his miſerable; and as 
he treated others without „no mercy 
will be ſhewn to him. His death, by the 
hands of man is certain, becauſe decreed; 
and his puniſhment everlaſting, becauſe re- 
corded. To be related to him now, will 
be conſidered hereafter as a capital crime.

His armies will be defeated, and 
his capital ſer on fire by the Bear: his life 
will be taken away from the earth, and his 
monarchy, to fulfil the everlaſting decrees of 
the Lord God, in the prophecy of Daniel, will 
be deſtroyed ; never, never, to be reftored 
any more, | 
Ruſſia will aſſiſt the Emperor in the be- 
ginning, to promote her favourite deſign of 
deſtroying the Turkiſh empire; ſhe will alſo 
' quarrel with the Poles, and devour great 
numbers of them ; Warſaw will be ſet on fire, 
and the government entirely changed. At 
this time the Ruſſian army, (or Bear,) as if 
impatient for its fad; to riſe and devour much 
| | | ab, 
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fiſh, will enter Turkey, and comparativelyrun 

over the land; treading down, and devouring 
with great fury, all oppoſition in its way. 
At the capital it ſtops ; here are its decreed 
bounds ; no farther it muſt go, Here the 
Ruſſian general divides the ſpoils of many 
cities with his army, and the rich provinces 
of Turkey between his officers. Here he 
depiſes the oath of fidelity, and throws away 
the ſubmiſſion of a ſubject — proclaimin:; 
himſelf Emperor of Greece. 

After this the Swede will enter Ruſſia, and 
deſtroy with great fury; even the ſhips of war 
and capital will not eſcape. The Ruſſian 
empire will be convulſed in many parts by its 
generals and governors, each riſing up in his 

place, and claiming an authority to com- 
— the other: they will fight until great 
multitudes are deſtroyed, and the country 
made deſolate. The imperial family will 
all, be cut off, and no ſucceſſor will for ever 
after ariſe ; the Government, at the ſame 
time, will be broke to pieces, and utterly 
diſſolved; never, never, to be reſtored any 
more. 

The Spaniſh Monarchy will ceaſe by this 
war, and the Stadtholderſhip of Holland will 
be cut off cloſe to the ground; according to 
the viſions of God to me, in 1792, and which

The king of Sardinia will be dethroned, 
and the Popedom deftroyed for ever!] ac- 
cording to the revelation of God to me, and 
which I communicated to the Engliſh prime 
miniſter before the war with France was en- 
tered into; concluding what I wrote to him 
with theſe words —It is not all the navy of 
England, nor the armies of Eu united, 
can prevent the king of Sardinia being 
dethroned. 
The death of the French ling, as one of the 
particular number, mentioned in the ſeventh 
er of Daniel, decreed to die, took place, 
to fulfil the pre-determined judgment of God 
by this prophet ; the monarchy of France 1s 
likewiſe, by the ſame judgment, aboliſhed 
for over, and the preſent form of govern- 
ment eſtabliſhed. Therefore marvel no more 
that it cannot be conquered by all the armies 
without, nor deftroyed by all the commo- 
tions within; if it could, by human , 
the Horn (meaning the king of Pruſſia) 
would be the allotted man to accompliſh it:

HEAR what the Lord God addition- 
ally ſays to me by revelation, and com- 
mands me to write— Fra ſeeing England 
left alone, deſerted by all her allies, will 
require, as the conditions of e, an ac- 
know nt of the republic, a reſtora- 
tion of the colonies, and the ſhips taken 
away from Toulon.

of Daniel and Revelation of St. John ; af- 
ter that ſhort time is expired, which is 
nearly ſo now, new enemies will riſe up, 
ſome warring againſt her openly, others 
privately ; all will prevail, until ſhe that 
fits now, as a queen among the nations, is, aC- 
cording to the vifion of God, in my firſt 
book, without a covering on her head, 
worn thread-bare, and rent in many places. 
Will England continue this war any 
longer againſt a people that has the judg- 
ment of God in their favour? Will ſhe, b 
a Continuance of the preſent war inſt 
France, enter into another, for the ſafety 
of Hanover, againſt the Emperor of Ger- 
many, who will be rendered invincible for 
a time, as a ſcourge,” to fulfil the recorded 
judgments of God? Will ſhe continue 
this war any longer for her deſtruction, 
that ſhe may enter into a freſh one with 
America to haſten it?

Are you, William Pitt, to whom I wrote 
in May and June 1792, informing you of- 
the conſequences of this war to your coun- 
try, when the war was not intended, ſo in- 
ſenſible to your own preſervation and'the 
benefit of your brother, as to continue any 
longer a war that will involve both you 
and him in certain death? What I ac- 
quainred you with in 1792, and often fince, 
was made known to me by viſent and reve- 
lations from the Lord God. The death of 
Louis X VI. and the removal of the Engliſh 
crown from the king's head, to a level with 
the ground, according to the ſeventh chap- 
ter of Daniel; the fall of the queen's pa- 
lace, and the deſtruction of the Tower; 
your own removal from adminiſtration, and 
afterwards death, was among the things 
which I informed you of would moſt cer- 
tainly come to paſs as the evil conſequences 
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ei this deluſive war. My account to you 
then, of futurity, concluded with theſe 
words — “ The viſions are eſtabliſhed, and 
the things mentioned moſt certain and 
true.“ 

When I informed you that England 
would enter into this war, and the conſe- 
quences which would, in deſpite of all your 
efforts, flow from it, you deſpiſed me ; for, at 
that time, the war was not intended; 
to tell of evils that would moſt certainly 
enſue from a thing, when the thi _ 
were to proceed from was not deſigned, 
were to you the effects of folly and deceit. - 

My knowledge of future things is given 
me from God; therefore what I wrote was 
true: A little time longer, and England 
will be ſo much entangled as not to be 
able to go forward without feeling the 
pains of that celonial congueſt which is to be 
the cauſe of her death; nor to retire, with- 
out falling under that foreign blow, which 
will break the empires in pieces, and throw 
herſelf down on the ground ; from whence: 
ſhe is never to riſe up any more. | 

Neither evil can be prevented, and both 
will take place, to fulfil the judgment of Goa, 
according to the prophecy of Daniel and 
Revelation of St. x unleſs what 1 write 


it believed te be true, and the advice I give it Hrictiy 
| followed. 
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followed. Fleets and armies are great things 
to talk of, becauſe terrible to deſtroy man- 
kind; but, when oppoſed by the power 
of heaven, they become weak, they loſe 
their force and terror; for moſt of thoſe 


in Europe are deſtined for the rocks and 
the flames: They are permitted to conquer 
2 little for a ſhort time now ; but it is, like 
Ruſka and Germany, to haſten that dread- 
ful fall of human government which will 
ſoon take place in the world: for they ever 


have been, in the hand of God, the very 
inſtruments to effect what princes deſigned 
to 


revent. g 
the 12th of the month called May 
1792, I wrote to the king, miniſter. of 
ſtate, and ſpeaker of the commons, that no 
perſon ſhould be able to fay, hereafter, my 
conduct was irregular, or in the leaſt diſ- 
reſpectful, to inform them that I was com- 
manded, by the Lord God, to go to the 
Parliament-houſe on the 17th following, 
and acquaint the members, for their own 
perſonal ſafety, and the general benefit of 
the country That the time of the world 
was come to fulfil the ſeventh chapter of 
the prophecy of Daniel, and ſome of the 
judgments of God in the Revelation; that 
the death of Louis XVI. and the revolu- 
tion in France, for the perpetual deſtrue- 
3 tion 
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tion of its monarchy, was decreed in the 
.Scripture of truth; and would, againſt all 
human oppoſition, moſt ſurely take place: 
To inform them that the war, juſt going 
to be commenced, by Pruſſia and Auſtria, 
againſt France, was the very war alluded 
to by St. John, in the Revelation, chap. xix. 
Which God called a war againſt himſelf; be- 
cauſe it went to oppoſe his decrees, and be- 
, Cauſe it would be an effort of kings to over- 
throw his unalterable judgment. I was 
commanded to adviſe them, as I was the 
king and minifter of flate, not to join in the war, 
or even encourage it on any account what- 
ever: To inform them of the approachin 
fall of monarchy in Europe, the great dif.

l Soon after my return home I was in a 
viſion, and ſaw a large meaſuring rod move 
through the ſtreets in great haſte, and ſtrike 
many of the houſes as it paſſed, marking them 
for their approaching fall. After this I 
was made to look towards the Treaſury, while 
the Lord God pronounced, at the ſame 


time All that fide ſhall fall. In an inſtant,  - 


the whole place was covered with thick 
darkneſs ; it ſeemed to be everlaſting dark- 
neſs ; darkneſs that ſhould never be re- 
moved: And, again, he pronounced, in 
quick words, as if diſpleaſed— The whole

The information, as will be plainly ſeen 
by the date, which I gave to the ting and 
miniſter of late, with what I was commanded 
to offer to the parliament, was not only be- 
fore the preſent war with France was en 
tered into, but alſo ſome length of time 
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before it was ever intended: therefore no 
perſon can ſay, with juſtice, that either my 
conduct in obeying the poſitive commands 
of God, or my endeavours to preſerve 
peace; to preſerve this country from the 
many evils it has now to encounter with, 
according to the determined judgment of 
unerring prophecy ; originated from weak 
ideas or political motives. No, my know- 
ledge is given from God; I ſee all things 


now as they truly are; and know their 


conſequences, to change them to what they 
really will be hereafter. 

I am commanded to keep no company, 
and live retired; that I may avoid the 
temptation of political diſcuſſion, or any 
other argument, that' would create animo- 
fity and ſtrife.

The two witneſſes, the two olive trees, and the 
to candleflicks, mean the ſame two 1 of 
the everlaſiing Goſpel of Salvation, as 
wrote by St. Matthew and St. John; Yhich 
are the two apoſtles and proper witneſſes of 
Chriſt. 

This explanation alone, which has never 
been diſcovered to any before, is ſufficient 
to ſtrike every man with conviction, that 
ſtudies the. Scripture, and believes in the 
fpirit of God, that, as this part is true, the 
others I have, and ſhall conſtantly men- 
tion, are equally ſo; and that a knowledge 
of the whole comes directly to me from 
the Divine Being. 

As the eyes of the blind cannot be opened, 
nor the ſick healed, but by the immediate 
power of God; ſo neither can the prophe- 
cies be truly explained, but by regular in- 
ſtruction from the ſame Almighty Being.

Goſpel, which they wrote, that their two 
bodies lie dead—thrown out in the ſtreet 
—trampled under the foot of vice. 

11 And after three days and a half the 
ſpirit of life from God entered into them, 
and they ſtood upon their feet, and great 
fear fell on all that ſaw them. 


The three days and a half, means three 
years and a half ; and the preſent is the time 
of the world alluded to by St. John: for 
until the preſent war, of :ime, times, and the

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dividing of time, which is three years and a 
half, according to the jth chapter of 
Daniel, alſo is expired, the two parts of the 
bleſſed Goſpel will lie dead in London, 
and over Europe likewiſe : after which, a 
prophet (myſelf) will be revealed to the world,

The recorded judgment of God, according to 
this laſt verſe, is, that London, for indeed 
it is the city meant, ſhall be viſited by an 
earthquake, and a tenth part of it deſtroy- 
ed; in that tenth part, about ſeven thou- 
ſand perſons will be killed. When the 
people ſee this, they will be convinced that 
it proceeds from the great anger of God, 
for deſpiſing his offered mercy, and treat- 
ing his meſſenger ill; then they will all be 
frightened, and will all believe: Then the 
city will honour him by inſtant reforma- 
tion, and all the people will implore him 
ſor pity.

Sodom was burnt, and they periſhed.

CHAP, XVI. 


This part which follows belongs to the thirteenth chap- 
ter; and is a continuation of the account begun thera 
of the riſe, progreſs, and perpetual fall of the Eng-, 
i government.

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This verſe means, that when the allotted 
time is expired for the Engliſh parliament 
to exiſt, the Lord God will pronounce 
from the Throne of heaven, in a voice of 
very loud thunder, the judgment of its 
utter deſtruction on a ſudden. : 
18 And there were voices, and thunders, 
and lightnings; and there was a great 
earthquake, ſuch as was not ſince men 
were upon the earth, ſo mighty an earth- 
quake and ſo great. 
The judgment of God being to deſtroy 
the Engliſh Parliament, this mighty carth- 


quake will ſwallow it up at the very time 


of its fitting; and likewiſe ſo much of 
London, as to leave but three diviſions of 
i Kang. 

19 And the great city was divided into 
three parts; and the cities of the nations 
fell: and great Babylon (meaning Rome in 
this chapter) came in remembrance before 
God, to give to her the cup of the wine of 
the fierceneſs of his wrath. 

20 And every iſland fled away, and the 


mountains were not found. 


The city mentioned here, under the 
name of the great city, means London ; 
this deſigned recorded earthquake will be felt in all 
nations under heaven as well as in Eng- 
land, and its dreadful effects by moſt 


Cities 
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cities in the world as well as London. 
The earth will be ſhook ſo violently at this 
time as to make it fink in many places, and 
let the ſea flow in where the land was: 
mountains will fink to a level with vallies, 
and many iſlands will diſappear for ever in 
the ſea. This earthquake will fpread de- 
folation throughout all countries, and de- 
ſtroy great altitudes of people. 


The United States of America will de- 
clare war againſt England ; but before they 
do, France will loſe all her Weſt India 
Iſlands; and after they do, Jamaica will 
-—_ laſt in the poſſeſſion of the Eng- 

On the 25th of June, 1792, I wrote to 
the French ambaſſador then in London, by 
command of the Lord God, acquainting him 
with the future loſs of the French Iflands, 
and likewiſe the fall of the Engliſh. But 
he treated it in the ſame manner as all the 
writings of the prophets of God ever have 
been, when they fent divine informaion, 
when they ſpoke the truth, when they did 
not flatter with pleaſing words to deceive.

War recorded by Daniel and St. John, that 
no man has a knowledge of its progreſs 
and how it will end revealed to- him but 
myſelf : this is the war which will fill up 
the meaſure of tranſgreſſion, and carry the 
guilt of ſhedden innocent blood into all 
nations: the ſword is drawn in heaven, 
and the cup of fury held out to the earth, 
according to the prophecies in the ſcripture, 
and the viſions of God ſhewn to me, which 
are recorded by his ſacred command in the 
firſt book ; therefore, ſhe muſt drink deep 
from the one, that ſhe may feel leſs the 
bitterneſs of death from the other, until 
waſted of her inhabitants. EE 

23 In that day, ſays the Lord of Hoſts, 
I will take thee; O Zerubbabel, my ſervanr, 
the ſon of Shealtiel, and will make thee

as a ſignet; for I have choſen thee, ſays 
the Lord of Hoſts. | 

The promiſe of God to Zerubbabel, by 
the prophet Haggai, in this verſe, means, 
that when the time of the world is come, 
and this prophecy fulfilling, he will be re- 
vived in his deſcendant, who will be not 
only like himſelf, the viſible prince and go- 
vernor of the Jews, but alſo receive the 
full pgs wy of this great promiſe ; 
which 1s, to be regarded by all nations as 
their ſignet of peace and ſafety. 

The covenant to king David, and the 
renewal of it to Solomon, with this re- 
corded promiſe to Zerubbabel, will be ful- 
filled in me; for which the Lord God, 


through this writing, holds me out now as 


the promiſed ſignet in his hand to all na- 

tions that believe in him, and commands 
me to ſay, That his recorded judginents, 
in the Scripture, according to all that I 
have mentioned, according to the prophe- 
cies of Daniel, Haygai, and St. John in 
the Revelation, for the fall of cities, the 


fall of thrones, the fall of princes, the death 


of millions, and the deſol/ation of kingdoms, 
ſhall be ſuſpended again, if the nations at 
war will accept of life, and return to his 
government of peace. — £ 
ut 
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Bur if they allow themſelves to be led 
away by deluſive temptations, if they re- 
fuſe to believe that I am commanded to 
offer theſe things, although ſupported by 
undeniable proofs of Scripture, of revealed 
knowledge in this book, as well as in the 
firſt, which are unknown to any other, and 
which were never made known to any man 
before ; if they will not accept of this gra- 
cious offer of mercy for their length of 
life now, and the good of their children 
hereafter, all I have mentioned, all the 
prophecies of Daniel, Haggai, and St. John 
in the Revelation, which relate to the pre- 
ſent time of the world and the preſent war, 
' will be fulfilled : — the ſword muſt 
through, and earthquakes will ſoon follow; 
thrones will be deſtroyed, cities levelled with 
the ground, millions of 
and kingdoms will be made deſolate for ever.

THE PROPHECY OF DANIEL, 
IN THE 
SEVENTH CHAPTER, 


CONTINUED, 


9 I BEHELD till the thrones were 
caſt down, and the Ancient of Days did fit ; 
whoſe garment was white as ſnow, and the 
hair of his head like pure wool ; his throne 
was like the fiery flame, and his wheels as 
burning fire. 

This verſe alone, unaſſiſted by any in- 
formation from me, is ſufficient to explain 
the moſt neceſſary parts of the chapter to 
know; every perſon that reads it muſt 
confeſs that it alludes to the latter time of 
the world, and that the general diſſolution 
of human grandeur, which it mentions, is 
but the expected neceſſary preparation for 
the coming of Chriſt, to judge the world. 

10 A fiery ſtream iſſued, and came forth 
ſrom before him; thouſand thouſands mi- 
niſtered to him, and ten thouſand times 
ten thouſand ſtood before him: the judg- 
ment was ſet, and the books were opened. 

The latter part of this verſe corroborates 
he explanation that is given of the preced- 
ing one. | 
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11 I beheld then, becauſe of the voice 
of the great words which the horn ſpoke— 
is the ling of Pruſſia (here the prophet Da- 
niel returns to the former part of the viſion, 
and gives a further account of what was 
ſhewn him). I beheld, even till the beaſt 
was ſlain, and his body deſtroyed, and 
given to the burning flame. 

The death of this beat, means the death 
of the emperor of Germany, it is certain ; 
and all the armies of Europe cannot ſave 
him, nor prevent the accompliſhment of it 
by the hands of man. The judgment of 
God, according to this prophecy, is alſo, 
that he ſhall ſuffer the puniſhment of ever-' 
laſting fire. | 

12 As concerning the reſt of the beaſts, 
they had their dominion taken away; yet 
their lives were prolonged for a ſeaſon and 
dime. 

13 I ſaw in the night viſions, one like 
the Son of man ; and behold, he came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the An. 
cient of Days, and ftood near before him. 

14 And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom ; that all people, 
nations, and languages, ſhould ferve him: 
his dominion is an everlaſting dominion, 
which ſhall not paſs away; and his king- 
dom that which ſhall not be deſtroyed: _

ts I, Daniel, was grieved in my ſpirit 
in the midſt of my body, and the viſions I 
ſaw troubled me. 

16 I came near to one of them that ſtood 
by, (an angel,) and aſked him the meaning 
of all theſe things; ſo he told me, and made 
me underſtand the interpretation of them. 

The prophet Daniel, in his viſions, as 
well as St. John the apoſtle in the Revela- 
tion, had always an attending angel near, 
to explain the meaning of every thing he 
ſaw that was neceffary for him to be in- 
formed of. 

17 Theſe great beaſts, which are four, 
are __ kings, which ſhall arife out of the 
carth. 

18 But the ſaints of the Moſt High ſhall 
take the kingdom, and poſſeſs the king- 
dom for ever, even for ever and ever. 

The time is very nearly come for the 
judgments of God to be felt in all nations, and this 
part of the prophecy to be fulfilled in Eu- 
rope: It is a warning to all princes and 
ſtares, to honour God, and fear his judg- 
ments; to live in peace, and govern wit 
mercy. i 

19 Then I aſked him the meaning of 
the fourth beaſt, which was different from 
all the others, and exceeding dreadful ! 
whoſe teeth were af iron, and its 2 5 
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braſs; which devoured, broke in pieces, 
and ſtamped on the reſidue with its feet. 

20 And of the ten horns that were in its 
head, and of the other which came up, 
before whom three fell; even of that horn 
which had eyes, and a mouth that ſpake 
very great things, whoſe look was more 
ſtout than his fellows. | 

The beginning of this verſe means the 
German Princes; the reſt of it the king 
of Pruſſia; he threatens and executes more, 
mon, on the unconquerable power of 

is army, than any of his equals. His 
being repreſented in the viſions of God as 
a horn, with eyes, and a mouth ſpeaking 
very great things, is an alluſion te his mi- 
litary ſtrength, quick diſcernment, and 
violent inclination to quarrel; always diſ- 
puting for territory, puſhing at or fighting 
againſt ſome nation or other. 

21 I beheld, and the ſame horn made 
war on the ſaints, and prevailed againf* 
them. 

For my entreaty, the Lord God has 
been pleaſed to ſuſpend this of the 
prophecy, the latter part of the twenty- 
firſt verſe, that of allowing the king of 
Pruſſia to prevail againſt the righteous, and 
govern them with 2 oppreſſion, under 
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the power of his army, for three years and 
a half. 

22 Until the Ancient of Days came, 
when judgment was given for the ſaints of 
the Moſt High, and the time came that 
the ſaints ſhould poſſeſs the kingdom. 

23 Thus he ſaid; The fourth beaſt 'will 
be the fourth kingdom on earth. (The 
Emperor will reduce, under his ſubjection, 
all Germany, the neighbouring ſtates, and 
all Italy, to form this great kingdom, ) 
which will be different from all the other 
kingdoms; (meaning the other great king- 
doms or monarchies, ſhewn in the viſion; 
which are, England, Ruſſia, and France). 
It will try to devour the whole earth, tread 
it down, and break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns, out of his king- 
dom, (meaning the German electors, be- 
fore they are deſtroyed by the Emperor, 
are ten kings which will ariſe; and another 
will ariſe Sor them, meaning the king of 
Pruſſia, who is an elector; he will be dif- 
ferent from the firſt, and will ſubdue three 
kings. 

When the king of Pruſſia oppoſes the 
Emperor, he will alſo at the. ſame time 
follow his example, which will ſoon now 
begin to manifeſt itſelf ; indeed, the inter- 
val of time between this and then 1s bur 
ſhort; for all things are haſtening faſt, and 

concurring 
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concurring in their operations, to extend 
the war, and give the prophecy its full re- 
corded courſe. 

25 And he will ſpeak great words againſt 
the Moſt High, and will wear out the 
ſaints of the Moſt High; and will think to 
change times and laws: and they will be 
given into his hand, for a time, and times, 
and the dividing of time. 

The beginning of this verſe means the 
king of Pruſſia, ſpeaking in blaſphemy againſt 
God, threatening in great words, as if he 
poſſeſſed the whole power of heaven, to 
conquer and deſtroy, with his army, all 
cities that do not open to him, and all men 
that oppoſe his deſigns. This was exactly 
fulfilled by the Horn, when he entered 
France in 1792 ; the proclamations which 
he iſſued, at that time, are full of blaſphemy 
againſt God, preſumption for his great ar- 
my, and violent threats to deſtroy cities, 
and cut innocent men in pieces. 

Change times and laws: the meaning of 
which is, that what God decrees is his law, 
and this prophecy contains it; an oppo- 
ſition by the king of Pruſſia to what God has 
decreed ſhall come to paſs, is endeavourin 
by force of arms to ſtop the courſe of the 

rophecy, and change the decreed time for 
it to be fulfilled. The king of Pruſſia, by 
1 threatening 
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threatening, with the great ſtrength of his 
army, to build up, what God, to fufil this 
prophecy, has thrown down; to reſtore 
that monarchy in France, which God, to 
fulfil his recorded judgment in this pro- 
phecy, has — for ever; — is the mean- 
ing of— And be will think to change times and laws. 
And they will be given into his hand, 
for a time and times, and the dividing of 
time. The meaning of which is, that the 
king of Pruſſia, although acting in oppo- 
ſition to the will of God, (for every man 
that reads the Scripture, and believes it to 
be the book of truth, poſſeſſes from that 
moment a knowledge of good and evil, of 
right and wrong, of what is merciful, and 
what is cruel, of what is pleaſing to God, 
and what is offenſive,) is permitted to 
wage a war of injuctice in the righte- 
ous for three years and a half; during 
which time, according to the prophecy, he 
would conquer and deſtroy great multi- 
tudes of them. But my prayers prevailed 
with God, even againſt his own recorded 
judgment by Daniel, for I beſeeched him 
ro oppoſe the unjuſt deſigns of the king of 
Pruſſia, before he invaded France; after 
he had, to ſuſpend the prophecy, and for 
my ſake to turn him back. The Lord God 
ſpoke to me in a viſion, at night, and 5 * 
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« He ſhall go out of France with ſhame 
and confoſion.“ 

This promiſe was fulfilled in the year 
1792; for, ſoon after the Pruſſian army en- 


tered France, God led it into ſuch difficult 


places as to endanger its ſafety; he alſo 
ſent the viſitation of a waſting fickneſs, 
that forced it to away, aſhamed and 
highly diſappointed. Although the other 
parts of the prophecy muſt neceſſarily be 
fulfilled to accompliſh the purpoſes of God, 
and the deſtruction of the Pruſhan monar- 
chy, the king cannot conquer as the judg- 
ment intended, but he is permitted to op- 

ſe, ſometimes defeated with ſhame; and 
— encouraged by deceitful ſuc- 
ceſs; until his armies become weak, and 
the Bear becomes ſtrong ; until the proper 
time arrives for him likewiſe to fall. 

26 But the judgment ſhall fit, (it ought 
to be, But the judgment ſhall take place,) and they 
ſhall rake away his dominion, to conſume 
and to deſtroy it to the end. 

The king of Pruſſia will have his country 
deſtroyed by fire and fwerd; his power will 
be taken away, and alſo his life: the go- 
vernment will be changed, and the monar- 
chy will be aboliſhed for ever. 

n the year 1792 I ſent the commands 
of God, as they were given to me by reve- 
C5 lation 


88-3 


lation at night, to the king of England, 
for the king of Pruſſia, before he invaded 
France, deſiring him to return home, and 
have nothing to do with the people of that 
country ; for the change of government 
taking place among them was determined, 
that the unalterable judgment of God, in 
the Scripture of Truth, might be fulfilled: 
tieminding him, at the ſame time, as a cor- 
- roborating teſtimony, that what I wrote 
was from God, of the monitor that entered 
his breaſt, and ſo powerfully ſtruggled with 
his inclination to keep him back from war, 
that when he poſitively reſolved on it, re- 
proached him ſtrongly with the injuſtice. 
That intelligent, internal monitor, was 
in truth no other than the compaſſionate 
ſpirit of the living God, ſtriving, to the 
laſt moment, to ſave a falling man from 
the dreadful effects of his own judgment: 
but the king of Pruſſia deſpiſed the bleſſed 
intimat ion, and reſolved on a war; that if 
there was no knowledge of God in the 
world, no part of human reaſon could find 
the leaſt colourable pretence to juſtify. 

At the time of my writing to the king 
cf England, relative to the king of Pruſ- 
ſia, I informed him, as I was commanded, 
of the certain failure of the combined ar- 
mies of Pruſha and Auſtria. 

27 And 
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27 And the kingdom, and dominion, 
and the greatneſs, (meaning the power of 
all the kingdoms under the whole heaven,) 
will be given to the people and ſaints of 
the Moſt High: his kingdom 1s an ever- 
laſting kingdom, and all dominions muſt 
ſerve and obey him. 

This is that real kingdom of heaven, of 
Chriſtianity in practice, to believe and 
obey God, which was commanded by 
Chriſt, to preſerve the ſoul of man, and a 
due knowledge of himſelf ; preached by 
the apoſtles, and through them the foun- 
dation of it laid in all nations ; though de- 
termined from the firſt tranſgreſſion of 
Adam, and began more than ſeventeen 
hundred years ago, with all the materials 
ready prepared, from the multiplied in- 
terruptions of war and other cauſes, inci- 


dent to human kingdoms, like the ſecond 


temple at Jeruſalem — long in building — 
This mighty ſtructure 1s not finiſhed yer. 
This is that ſtone, cut out without hands, 
mentioned by the propher Daniel, in his 
ſecond chapter, 34th and 35th verſes, 
which breaks the head and the feet, the 
gold and the filver, the braſs, the iron, and 
the clay, of the great image of human 
power to pieces: and this, is that king- 
dom, mentioned by the ſame prophet, in 
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the 44th verſe following, which is to break 


in pieces and conſume all other kingdoms ; 
but which is to remain itſelf for ever. 
The name of this univerſal kingdom is 
Peace ; it has the bleſſed Goſpel for its go- 
vernment, and the Lord God for its king. 

As I knew, in the beginning of 1792, 
that the king of England would enter into 
this war, and by doing ſo fall under the 
ſame judgment from God as the other mo- 
narchs ſhewn in the viſion, unleſs I could, 
by a juſt explanation of the prophecies, 
perſuade him to remain at peace; he will, 
I rruſt, with the queen and miniſter of ſtate, 
do me the juſtice hereafter to acknowledge, 
that the Jah er was fully communicated ; 
and that I did not ceaſe in my endeavours 
to prevent him from joining in the con- 
tederacy againſt France, not only for a 
long time before he intended it, but alſo 
after he had, even till the deſigns of go- 
vernment were ready to be executed by 
open preparations for hoſtility. 

If this war was like any which has pre- 
ceded it, a prince might, as uſual, ſit down 
at his leiſure, and calculate, from his ſuc- 
ceſſes, how long to carry it on; or, by his 
defeats, how-ſoon he muſt leave it off : but 
the death of Louis X VI. and the revolution 
in France, having proceeded from the re- 


corded 
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corded judgment of God, the two things 
which have occaſioned it, and which have rendered 
it ſo entirely different, that its conſequences are already 
determined, will be the ſame to the monarchs 
engaged in it, as it happens to a man un- 
expectedly caught in a large trap, on forbid- 
den ground the pains of death convince 
him of tranſgreſſion before his eyes could 
warn him of the danger. 

I know the judgments of God; by them 
I am directed; by revelation and through 
his holy Spirit I write. To fulfil, then, 
the ſeventh chapter of Daniel, and ſuch 
parts of the revelation as mean the preſent 
time and the fame things, the war now car- 
rying on will involve all the nations en- 
gaged in it in great diſtreſs, and nearly all 
the princes of E in death. As I knew 
all this a conſiderable time before the war, I 
ſet my heart and my mind to intercede with 
God, although it was againſt his recorded 
judgments, to ſave the king, and ſpare the 
country I live in: I ſucceeded witn God, and 
obtained an offer of mercy; but could not 
with man, to believe and accept it. 

I wiſh well to the king and queen, and 
likewiſe their family; to know all tnar I 
have related, and more than I am permit- 
ted to tell; to know the unavoidable death 
of him, and afterwards the certain deſtruc- 
tion 
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tion of an amiable woman and her chil- 
dren, would, I thought, be a crime to re- 
proach for ever the Feelings of my heart, 
if I did not implore, when I knew the 
great kindneſs that God had for me, and 
endeavour, by all the means in my power, 
to prevent 1t. 


Bur in doing this I have ſubjected my- 


ſelf to the power of human laws, when, in- 
deed, I had the choice to make them ſub- 
iet to me; for if I had not become an 
interceſſor, by prayer and ſupplication for 
the people I live among, I ſhould have 
been ſent away from London. Its fall 
would ſoon after take place ; and then my 
revelation, as the next great thing to warn 
the world, would immediately ſucceed ; 
but, preferring its ſafety to my own im- 
mediate advantage, although informed at the time 
that the people would not believe ; that I ſhould be de- 
fſpiſed, and made ſuffer ; I obtained its pardon 
at the riſque of my own life, and deter- 
mined to remain in it until my time to be 
revealed was entirely completed. 

I find, yes, I feel by dreadful experi- 
ence, that all men are inſenſible to the 
conſequences of thoſe judgments, recorded 
in the Scripture, and are alſo exceedingly 
hardened againſt believing their true in- 
terpretation and time to be owes E. 
* | | have 
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I have ſuffered, by impriſonment and diſ- 
treſs, more than is proper now to publiſh, 
for entreating, when I was told that my entreaties were 
contrary to the prophecies, to ſave the king and his 
family; London and its inhabitants, from, 
recorded deſtruction; God, who is more 
generous to give mercy than man is grate- 
ful to believe and accept it, is by all this 
revealed knowledge of his prophecies my 
witneſs now, and will, in due time, in a 
ſhort time, be additionally ſo, by terrible 
ſigns and mighty wonders. 

I have ſaid, in the firſt book, that the 
fulfilling of the judgments of God, however 
deſtructive they might prove to the nations 
or governments, which they are directed 
againſt, would not affect my perſonal ſafe- 
ty, nor operate in the leaſt ro my preju- 
dice: my elevation is recorded in the Scrip- 
ture, and eſtabliſhed by promiſe to my- 
ſelf; beſides, I am not mortal to human 
power. But although I am to be great, far 
above any prince on earth, and cannot be de- 
ſtroyed by man : although the fall of go- 
vernments and ruin of nations, will not be 
allowed to affect my perſonal ſafety, nor 
operate in the leaſt to my prejudice, I will 
not provoke any, but endeavour, by a 
peaceable conduct, civility, and fair words, 
to make all men believe. | 

My 
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My earneſt deſire and prayer to God is, 
that as he has given me a pre-eminence of 
favour to all men that were ever upon 
earth before, I may be able, although I have 
been in priſon, inſulted and deſpiſed ; although my 
zeal is broke, and my inclination altered, to ſave in 
this country one perſon as well as another; 
the king, as well as myſelf ; the rich, as 
well as the poor; a!l without diſtinction. 
For which I requeſt all men to meditate on 
the preſent times, and conſult with them- 
ſelves by their knowledge of the Scripture, 
by comparing the leading features of what 
ruined other great nations unexpectedly, 
to what are now as ſuddenly opening to 
human view, and what are as unexpectcdly 
coming to paſs | in the world ; of the judg- 
ments and prophecies to be fulfilled, which 
every man that has the ipirit of conviction 
to believe, and an underſtanding rodiſcern, 
muſt plainly perceive that the conyulſed 
ſtate of Europe, as it now preſents itſelf, 
is one of their viſible features ; and that 
the ſudden great war which occaſions it, 
Multiplying till as it lengthens againſt all forcible 
endeavours, decetving when leaſt NOR) and turn- 
ing the prudent ferefight of the tte pelitician to his 
ewn ruin, is either the forerunning ſign of 
general diſſolution, or ſome other great 
and mighty thing.

THE PROPHET ISAIAH. 
chf. Iv. 

t And in that day, ſeven women ſhall 
take hold of one man, ſaying, We will eat 
our own bread, and wear our own apparel; 
only let us be called by thy name, to take 
away our reproach. 

The man alluded to by the prophet is 
myſelf, and the time of the world is / 
now come. Remember that the ſeventh chap- 
ter of Daniel, and the ſixth of the Revela- 
tion, are now fulfilling ; remember, like- 
wiſe, the ſecond chapter and 24th verſe of 
Haggai ; by all of which, thrones are to 
fall, nation to be turned againſt nation, 
army againſt army, and man againſt man, 
until the earth is waſted of her people. 
By this great deſtruction of the human 
race, millions, millions of women will go 
to the grave, widows, unmarried and 
barren. | 

The war is now, compared to what it will be 
in future—as four or five houſes on fire, is 
to a large city ſet in flames by them; 
which all the arts and invention of the 
world, which all the force of power and 


political foreſight cannot quench, It is 
from 
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from the great ſcarcity of mankind, which 
the war will occaſion, that the prophet re. 
preſents ſo many women as taking hold of 
one conſpicuous and particular man. 

2 In that day the branch of the Lord 
will be beautiful and glorious, and the 
fruit of the earth will be excellent and 
comely for them which are eſcaped of 
Iſrael. 

3 And it ſhall come to paſs, that he 
which is left in Zion, and he that remains 
in Jeruſalem, ſhall be called Holy ; even 
every one that is written among the living 
in Jeruſalem. 

4 When the Lord has waſhed away the 
filth of the daughters of Zion, and has 
purged the blood of Jeruſalem from the 
midſt of it, by the ſpirit of judgment and 
by the ſpirit of burning. 

This verſe alludes to the Jews after their 
reſtoration, and to Jeruſalem in the latter 
time of the world, when rebuilt and inha- 
bited ; the Jews will then acknowledge 
Chriſt for their Meſſiah, and through the 
ſanctification of his bleſſed Spirit they will 
be cleaned from fin. 

5 And the Lord will create upon every 
dwelling-place of mount Zion, and upon 
her aſſemblies, a cloud and ſmoke by day, 
and the ſhining of a flaming fire by mg ; 
or 
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for uponall the glory (meaning the people) 
ſhall be a defence. 

6 And there ſhall be a tabernacle for a 
ſhadow in the day time from the heat, and 
for a place of refuge, and for a covert from 


ſtorm and from rain. 


This is a figurative repreſentation of the 
peace and Aber of the Jews under the 
protection of God after their reſtoration to 
Jeruſalem in 1798.

36 Then I heard a voice which ſaid to 
me, Look before thee, and conſider the 
thing that thou ſeeſt.

This Roaring Lion, as it were, chaſed out

ſparing the effuſion of human blood. 
This muſt neceſſarily be done to fulfil the 
prophecy, ( Fer it is a true one) which is fully

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accompliſhed on my part by an explanation 
of the ſeventh chapter of Daniel, and de- 
clared aloud to the world by the publication 
of it in this book. 

Peace being requeſted from God, and a 
ſuſpenſion of his judgments offered through 
me, I earneſtly requeſt all the princes of 
Europe to forſake war, that they may en- 
joy the ſubſtantial bleſſings of long life, 
and everlaſting happineſs. 

38 Hear thou, 1 will talk with thee, 
and the higheſt ſhall ſay to thee ; 

39 Art thou not it that remaineſt of the 
four beaſts, whom I made to reign in my 
world, that the end of their times might 
come through them? (Inſtead of the word 
them, it ſhould be, as it was in the origi- 
nal, Thee. ) | 

40 And the Fourth came, and overcame 
all the beaſts, that were paſt; and had 
power over the world with great fearful- 
neſs, and over the whole compaſs of the 
earth with much wicked oppreſſion : and 
ſo long time dwelt he upon the earth with 
deceit. 

41 For the earth haſt thou not judged 
with truth. 

42 For thou haſt afflicted the meek, 
thou haſt hurt the peaceable, thou haſt

Moreover, when God was communicat- 
ing by revelation at night a knowledge of 
this prophecy to me, he ſaid, (in plain words, 
as one man would ſpeak to another; for it is in that 
manner all knowledge of what I write is fir revealed 
fo me.) 1 paſſed by this part with 
Daniel.“ It was mentioned as a confirmed 
certainty to me, that the prophecy of Eſdras 
was given from a true viſion. |

30 And he (this means Cbriſt, but the next 
verſe, myſelf. For I am now his prophet and meſſenger + 
the branch of his family alluded to, and the deſigned 
ſignet of peace for all nations; the prince ordained ts 
govern viſibly for him in his city, and on his throne ; 
therefore, he being God, Lord, and King, ſhews me to 
Eſdras, as he did to St. Fobn, ſpiritually repreſenting, 
and ſpiritually ca. led under the name of his ſon, becauſe 
univerſal dominion, as bis empowered viſible repreſen- 
tative, immediately under himſelf, next to himſelf, will 
be given to me) ſhall come, to the aſtoniſh- 
ment of them that dwell on the earth.

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which is the time they relate to: its ſeals, 
their ſpiritual lock or 1 | 
| Obſerve, the Revelation was given to St. 
John a long time after the death of Chriſt, 
not to commemorate thoſe things which were 
before, which were fulfilled, and which were 
known before the time of writing it ; but to 
record thoſe things which are to be in fu- 
ture, and which are to be fulfilled : accord- 
ing to the words of God, declared in the 
fourth chapter, and firſt verſe, which are, 
Come up hither, and I will ſhew thee the 
things which muſt be hereafter.” They were 
ſhewn to him in heaven, under ſuch wonder- 
ful, ſuch incomprehenſible fimilitudes, in 
viſions, as to ſeal their meaning a perfect 
ſecret, until the time of the world alluded 
to came, when the deſigned ſpiritual perſon 
(for no man can be a prophet of Chriſt, now 
under CY: and ſpeaking through the 
Holy Ghoſt, his og; without bearing ſome 
ſimilarity to himſelf in meekneſs and com- 
paſſion ; witneſs the apoſtles) would be re- 
vealed, to open the ſpiritual ſeals, and make 
| known the tecret prophecies under them in 
the book. - 
CHAP. VI, 

The four firſt ſeals are opened, and the 
covering of ſecrecy is removed; the Judg- 
ments which are to puniſh the world for 
tranſgreſhon, 
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tranſgreſſion, by riſing nation againſt nation, 
and man againſt man, are gone forth, ſpiri- 
tually under the ſimilitudes expreſſed in this chapter, 
to the eighth verſe, and are begun to be fulfil- 
ied: the concealed meaning of the prophe- 
cies, which have been carefully preſerved fo 
for me until the preſent time, are now de- 
clared ; the ſpiritual ſeals are opened, the 
contents of the ſpiritual book, which they 
ſhut, is known, and a revealed knowledge 
of it publiſhed in this vile book, for the good 
of all mankind.

The ſmall, very ſmall pennyworth of bread, 
with water only, except one day in the week, 
when there are a few ounces of beef, for 
twenty-four. _ barely ſufficient to

keep life and body together. The priſon is 
very cloſe; there is not room enough to 
promote health, by the neceſſary exerciſe of 
walking: there are no coals allowed for fire, 
nor candles for light. There is no bed to lie 
on, nor blanket to cover one: The poor are 
entirely deſtitute here. | 

When the condition of priſons, and the 
treatment of priſoners, is required for public 
information, it is from the poor man, whoſe 
health is injured by confinement, who has to 
draw his little air through a ſmall iron-barred 
window, who has but a ſmall pennyworth of 
bread allowed for the whole day to live on, 
that a true account is to be received; but 
certainly not from the officers, keepers, and 
contractors, who live in plenty; whoſe emo- 
luments ſwell in proportion as the priſons 
grow crouded. 

Therefore be no longer aſtoniſhed that 
London, in one part of the Revelation is 
called under the name of the great city, for 
ſhe is the greateſt city in Eurspe, and the richeſt in the 
world; in another part ſhe is called Sodom; 
and in a third, ſhe is, as well as Rome, ppi- 
ritual ly called Babylon the Great. 

No man, who has any knowledge of God, 
can juſtly ſay, that London is without guilt, 
and her people are without ſin; mow her 

eets 
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ſtreets are full of vice, and her priſons are 
full of oppreſſion. 


ST. MATTHEW, 
CHAP, xxv. | 
37 Then ſhall the righteous anſwer him, 
ſaying, Lord, when faw we thee an hun- 
gred, and fed thee? or thirſty, and gave 
thee drink ? 
38 When ſaw we thee a ſtranger, and took 
thee in? or naked, and clothed thee ? 
39 Or when ſaw we thee fick, or in pri- 
ſon, and came to thee. | 
40 And the King will anſwer, and ſay to 
them, Verily I ſay to you, in as much as ye 
have done it to one of the leaſt of theſe my

ISABELLA WAKE, this is the recorded 
teſtimony of your everlaſting life, which I 
am commanded to give in this book now 
and to repeat it at my revelation. | 
Moreover, I will provide for you: and 
although I am now poor, without houſe or 
| ſervant, I ſhall ſoon have abundance, and 
be at the head of 2 nation on earth: 
In my palace you always have an apart - 


ment, and at my table you ſhall always have 
a ſeat. 
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I am commanded to acknowledge likewiſe 
the acts of friendſhip I received from Cap- 
tain Hanchett, of Abingdon-ſtreet, which 
the Lord God conſiders as ſhewn directly to 
himſelf ; therefore his bleſſing is on you; 
and by his promiſe in the Goſpel, your re- 
ward 1s great. Moreover, I am commanded 
to inform you, as well for the benefit of your 
children hereafter, as yourſelf immediately, 
that although your name is Hanchett, there 
is John Pitt Earl of Chatham, Sir Gilbert 
Elliott, and Charles Grey: you, as well as 
them, the whole, as well as myſelf, are of 
the Hebrews ; branches of my own family, 
and are deſcended from David king of Iſrael. 

All this has been told me by revelation, 
from the Lord God, in viſions of the night. 

There are many of my family, which have 
heard of me, and with which the Spirit of 
God has given me favour, that do not want 
either inclination or ability to demonſtrate 
their friendſhip; but they are deterred, from 
a fear of offending Government, and from a 
fear of incurring the imputation of guilt, by 
being generous. 

The pre-ordained and deſigned fignet of 
peace, Pr all nations, cannot do any thing 
that will ultimately tend ro injure any prince, 
government, or individual: if they view his 
words in a contrary light, it is becaule they 
calculate 
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calculate the future by the paſt ; they know 
the things which were laſt month, but have 
no knowledge of thoſe things which are 
to be the next. For all he does by writing, 
is to preſerve the- weak alive, and fave the 
ſtrong from falling down. 1 
The weapons of his writing are not weak 
and carnal, but mighty and ſpiritual : when 
he is ordered to re-prenounce the judgments 
of God, and withdraw his eye from pity, the 
reat power of his words will be felt to de- 
— before their effects are ſeen to admo- 
niſh ; then, fleets, armies, princes, governs 
ments, and nations, muſt implore the; God 
of heaven for mercy, and receive it likewiſe) 
or they will, all that remain from the ſword; 
be cut off by the ſudden and irreſiſtible fall 
ing of fire.

THE PROPHET MALACHI, 
. 5 CHAP. IV. KY 
5 -Behold, I will ſend you Elijah the pro- 
phet, before the coming of the great and 
dreadful day. of the Love 
6 And he ſhall turn the heart of the fa- 
thers to their children, and the heart of the 
children to their fathers, leſt I come, and 
ſmite the earth with a curſe. 
The Elijah, mentioned in this chapter, 
and the meſſenger, mentioned in the firſt 
D 4 verſe 


» 
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verſe of the third chapter, mean two diſtin& 
perſons. The one was the immediate meſ- 
tenger of Chriſt, when he came for the ſal- 
vation of mankind ; ; the other, his recorded 
prophet, to pronounce his judgments, and 
warn the world, before he comes to deſtroy 
it. 

This is that great prophet, alluded to in 
the laſt chapter, — the name of Elijah, 
_ not St. Yoda the Baptiſt: he will poſſeſs 

Spirit of God equal to Elijah, and have

He will turn the hearts of the fathers to the 
children, and the hearts of the children . 
the fathers: that 1s, he will —_— 
violence, which ſets the old againſt the — 
and the young the old. He wt 
command e, and by the great power 
given him from heaven, enforce an obedience 
wherever he comes. 

The appointment of this prophet, being 
to invite firſt, and compel after, all nations 
to come into the kingdom of peace, as a ne- 
ceſſary preparation to meet Chriſt, when he 
eomes to viſit and judge the world : Saint 
John: the Baptiſt, for being appointed to pre- 
pare for Chriſt, preaching the ſame kingdom 
of peace, and promiſing, by baptiſm, mercy 
to all that would: believe, is the Fol and he * 
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reaſon, that Chriſt, in the ſeventeenth chap- 
ter of St. Matthew, calls him Elias. 


At a former time, when I was entreating - 
God to ſpare London, I mentioned no man 
by his title : but when I was writing an

You dont know who he is 
1 forgave, | : - ' 

In the year of 179a the Spirit of God be- 
gun firſt, (although I always had a preſen- 

Ds timent 
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timent of being ſometime or other very 


great,) to enlighten my underſtanding, 
and teach me to diſtinguiſh right from 
wrong. At that time I was an officer in 
the navy, and conſidering that voluntary 
ſwearing, which I was obliged to comply 
with every ſix months as a qualification to 
receive my pay, was unneceſſary, un- 
juſt, and wicked, I requeſted to be indulg- 
ed with permiſſion to receive it withour ; 
ſtating at the fame time, the concealed and 
unheeded cruelty of the oath, with my 
own reafons for objecting to the form: 
when I was told, in anſwer to my requeſt, 
that there was an order of council to take 
the oath, and that it was not in the power 
of the admiralty to diſpenſe with it. | 

Soon after this I made another requeſt, 
ſupporting my objections to voluntary 
fwearing, with obſerving, That if the order 
of council enforced an oath in any manner or 
under any form whatever, and that the 
man it was directed to operate on, ſwore 
that he was not forced, but that the oath- 
he took was a voluntary a&t—the reſult of his 
ewn free will, - would it not in the ſight of 
God in heaven, and every men of diſcern- 
ment under him on earth, amount to a falſe 


oath ?

Theſe reaſons with theſe objections, and 
the letter I received from the admiralty, 
ating their inſufficient power to diſpenſe 
with the uſual form of ſwearing, I publiſh- 
ed at that time in the newſpaper called the 
Public Advertiſer. 

During the time of my writing officially 
to the Admiralty I had occafion to write 
alfo to the preſident, whom I knew to be 
a member of the council; with the buſi- 
neſs of Swearing which led me to make an 
application, I remarked to him, That as 
men, whether few in number or the en- 
creaſed multitude of a ſenate were not in- 
fallible, they muſt conſequently be ſubject 
to error. To corroborate more forcibly 
this aſſertion, and likewiſe to impreſs a 
conviction of its juſtice, I mentioned 
among other things a deciſion of the privy 
council relative to a native of Glaſzow, 
who had his ſhip ſeized in the Weſt Indies 
for an undefigned infringement of the Navi- 
gation act. 

After a legal inveſtigation in that coun- 
try, it was clearly proved and openly ac- 
knowledged, that although the apparent 
defect in the regiſter might authorize the 
ſeizure, it could not juſtify a condemna- 
tion; becauſe the commander, like an hone/t 
man, ſhewed it at the Cuſtom-houſe, and 
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received the approbation of the principal 
_ officer. 
An appeal was lodged againſt this ac- 
quittal by the ſeizing officer in the Weſt 
dies, and brought before the Privy 
Council in England !—the ſhip was con- 


_ demmed.

I believe every man on earth, that has the 


common faculty of diſtinguiſhing white 


from black, will agree with me in ſaying, 
that it would be repugnant to equity to fine 


the holder for a defect that he had no know- 
ledge of as ſuch, and for what was au- 


, thorifed by the very office of government 


*hat always iſſued the ſtamps. 
The law ſuppoſes criminality from the 


appearance ; but equity meaſures it from 


the deſign. The one is external and viſi- 
ble, provided many years before it may be 
wanted: the other is internal and ſpiritual, 
always alive in the heart of every judge 
that poſſeſſes prudence, learning, and pe- 


netration. 


When I was writing of theſe things, to 
the Earl of Chatham, on my knees I made 
a ſolemn vow to the Almighty God, de- 
claring that if he wauld be pleaſed to ena- 
ble me, I would moſt ſurely procure an in- 
demnification for the poor man that loſt 
his ſhip. Since that time the Lord God 
has told me, by revelation-at night, * 

| e 
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he would moſt truly enable me: for if I 
liked, I ſhould be Prefident of the Coun- 
cil, and Chancellor of the Exchequer : I 
ſhould have any thing that I required. 
Immediately after this, I heard another 
voice from heaven, ſay, The Lord have 
mercy on them, if they had not you for 
their friend and counſellor ; for England is 
the Spiritual Egypt mentioned in the 11th 
chapter of the Revelation to St. John. 

After making the numerous repreſenta- 
tions I have mentioned, the Earl of Chat- 
ham, with great propriety, acknowledged 
their juſtice ſo far as to eraſe the word 
Viluntary from the preſcribed form of ſwear- 
ing : but I was then reminded of the words 
of Chriſt in the 5th chapter, 34th verſe of 
St. Matthew, and ſtrictly commanded to 
obey them. Soon after this, I requeſted 
from the Admiralty, and often repeated it, 
a diſpenſing order that I might receive my 
pay without an oath ; but they would not 

rant it, 

If the Earl of Chatham had ſhewn me 
the ſmall favour I aſked for, and certainly 
it would have been but a very ſmall one to 
him, he ſhould be held up to the world, as 
my friend, to be admired and regarded ; he 
ſhould wear ſuch a durable coronet as 


would make him the envy of princes ; it 
ſhould

ſhould be a cornet that no human power 
would ever be able to remove. 

As the Admiralty would not give me 
that reaſonable indulgence I requeſted, as 
they would not ſhew me that kindneſs 
which, as men living by the navy, they 
might have done with eaſe, and without 

rejudice to their * ; I wanted for a 
bi of bread to eat: I was beſides treated 
ſo ill, as to be dragged to a work-houſe 
without any legal authority, againſt every 
remonſtrance I could make,andagainſtevery 
threat I could make uſe of to call them to 
a ſtrict account for the injuſtice. The Ad- 
miralty knew all this; they might have 
prevented it, by ordering what was due to 
me to be paid; but they would neither 
— the evil, nor enable me to be 
iberated: they would not order the pay- 
ment of what was due, until open falſe- 
hood was made uſe of to ſay I was out of 
my ſenſes. It ſeemed as if they were un- 
der ſome private apprehenſion, though 
pleaſed with my diſtreſs, of being charged 
one day or other in the eyes of their coun- 
try with unfeeling cruelty, and wanted 
ſome kind of colourable evidence to juſtify 
the 2 | 

Hear, therefore, all nations, and be warn- 
ed by it, what the Lord God has, told me 
by revelation, and now commands me to

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write, that the injuries I received, becauſe 
done for obeying his word in the bleſſed 
goſpel, the remembrance of them ſhould 
never be blotted out from the throne of 
heaven. Moreover, he ſaid likewiſe, That 
he would ſhake the Engliſh admiralty as 
a man would viofently bread in a baſket, 
until he looſed the foundations of the earth, 
and ſhook the place in pieces. 

If I am out of my fenſes, in the opinion 
of the admiralty, for refuſing, firſt to take 
an idle oath, ſecondly, a falſe one, and 
thirdly, to take any : Chriſt, the Saviour 
of the world, and him that Iſaiah the pro- 
8 calls Wonderful Counſellor, who pro- 

ibits by his Goſpel in the ſtrongeſt terms 
all kind of ſwearing, muſt, by the ſame 
rule of knowledge for giving ſuch a com- 
mand, be out of his. 

As the Quakers never ſwear, and their 
objections to it are ſanctioned by a juſt in- 
dulgence of law; they, the king and par- 
liament, for giving the indulgence, muſt, 
for the ſame reaſon as I am, be out of 
theirs. 

Chriſt having been abuſed at Jeruſalem, 
reproached with having a devil, being 
mad, and out of his ſenſes, makes it the 
leſs aſtoniſhing for me, that am his ſer- 
vant, to be reviled in he ſame _— :

For which the Lord God commands me to 
remind all men, from the teſtimony of his 
bleſſed Goſpel, that the fin is blaſphemy 
againſt his Holy Spirit, and that the pu- 
niſhment is everlaſting fire. 

It is from viſions and revelations, and 
through the Holy Ghoſt, that I write this 
book for the benefit of all men: therefore, 
to ſay it is falſe, that I am mad, am an im- 
poſtor, have a devil, or am out of my 
ſenſes, conſtitutes the dangerous fin of 
blaſphemy.

To inſult any perſon, whether high or 
low, rich or poor, of whatever ſect or de- 
nominatten, that preaches or writes through 
the Holy Ghoſt, which is indeed the true 
Spirit of God, by ſaying that he is fooliſh, 
mad, or poſſeſſed with a devil, conſtitutes 
the dangerous fin of blaſphemy in men at 
this day, as well as it did formerly in the 
Phariſees, when they reviled Chriſt. 

As the good ſpirit may, by diligent at- 
tention, be eaſily known from the evil, and 
the true prophet from the. falſe, remember 
that no man, ſpeaking or writing under the 
direction of the Spirit of God, can revile 
another, encourage acts of injuſtice, or diſ- 
turb ſociety, by promoting violence in any 
manner whatſoever. 

From the Spirit of God flows all the 
good things which are neceſſary to encreaſe 
the life of man, and unite all nations under 
the goſpel bond of Chriſtianity and friend- 
ſhip; they conſiſt of love, peace, civility 
and kindneſs; by a ſtrict attention to ob- 
ſerve the good ſpirit that encourages theſe 
things, may be eaſily diſcerned from the 
evil one that oppoles them. 87 
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ST. PAUL TO THE EPHESIANS, 
CHAP. IV. 
29 Let no corrupt communication pro- 
ceed out of your mouth, but that which 1s 


good to the uſe of edifying, that it may

fed Goſpel. And likewiſe to inform them 
that Satan has been revealed; the age of the 
world is great, and the time is come for it; 
he is now allowed more power, becauſe 
fin is encreaſed, to influence and deceive 
man than at any time ever before. I am 
the prophet to whom the miniſter of ſin 
was revealed; he is a ſpirit, and no man 
can ſee him in the open day-light, unleſs 
ſanctified by the power of the Holy Ghoſt, 
and his eye-ſight ſtrengthened for the pur- 


poſe. 


It is for this reaſon that I am the ap- 
pointed witneſs for God, and his laſt re- 
corded prophet, to warn all nations, and 
deſire them to obey the blefſed Goſpel of 
ſalvation.

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The following are ſome more of the v1s10Ns, 
which God ſhewed me, and which I am cem- 
manded to publiſh bere. 


IN the month called July, 1791, I was 
in a viſion, and was carried away, by the 
ſpirit of God, to the ſea coaſt, in the Eng- 
liſh channel — a new ridge ef unknown 
land was brought in an inſtant plain to my 
eyes, while the finger of a hand wrote, in 
large capital letters, with great quickneſs, 


and a voice pronounced twice from heaven, 
at the ſame time, 


SWEDE, SWEDE! 


After this I was in a viſion in the month 
of January 1792, and was carried away by 
the Spirit of God to Sweden, when I was 
made look through a window in a room; I 
did, and ſaw a man walk from the fide of a 
great chair, leaving it empty. I could not 
{ee his face as he went away, and although 
I could not, nor perceive that he had com- 
mitted any crime, I thought with myſelf 
that he had been doing wrong. Immedi- 
ately the angel that ſtood by me ſaid, The 
chair means the chair of ſtate; and rhat 
man you ſaw will make it empty. The king 
of Sweden 1s delivered over for death, and that 
is the very man that will ſhoot him. 


The 
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The prince of Orange is cloſely purſued 
likewiſe, but he is not delivered over yet. 

After this I was in a viſion, and ſaw the 
Pruſſian eagle perched on a chair of ftate ; 
ſoon after, on a ſudden, I ſaw the chair, 
the houſe, and the whole city where the 
chair ſtood, in flames. The angel that was 
near me, ſaid, He is likewiſe purſyed now. 

After this I was in a viſion, and the Lord 
God talked with me, and ſaid, I give yau 
the life of the Swede; but know this for 
certain, that if you prevent his death, the 
man himſelf will not believe there was any 
danger of it. And when you write here- 
after of things in this country, you will be 
called an impoſter, a fool, and a liar: you 
will be impriſoned, and treated very ill. 
When I ſee this, it will make me angry; 
I will then begin to kill the people, ms 
will ſurely deſtroy this city. 

For which I gave no public information 
to warn the king of Sweden, and prevent his 
death. Had this man lived, he would 
have commanded the German army againit 
France; his private plan was to go through 
Normandy, cloſe by the ſea-coaſt, to be 
ſupplied the eaſier with proviſions from 
England, and endeavour, by all poſſible 
means, to take the 1 of Breff. ah 
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He ſaid to himſelf, in his own cloſet, 
This is the plan I will purſue ; it wall be 
giving a mortal blow to the French navy, 
and getting a ſafe harbour for our own ſhips. 

All this was made known to me by reve- 
lation from the Lord God; and which 1 
ccmmunicated to the queen and miniſter of 
hate in 1792, ſome time before the pro- 
vinces of Brittany aud Normandy ſhewed 
any open. appearance of hoſtility againſt 
the preſent government of France. 

In the month of April 1793, I was in a 
viſion, and was carried away in the ſpirit 
of God to Ruſſia, where I ſaw a Bear ſtop 
and reſt itſelf under a large tree; ſoon after 
I] beheld a man, that lay concealed among 
the branches, drop down ſoftly, and with 
a ſharp piece of iron, which he held in his 
hand, ſtab the Bear; pronouncing, as he 
did ſo, I have watched a long time for you, 
but now I have caught you at laſt, 

I know, by revelation from the Lord 
God, that this viſion means the preſent 
empreſs of Ruſſia; for which, being per- 
mitred, I give her this warnin 

Let the death of the kings o Sweden and 
France, which is but a little time paſt ; the 
death of the king of Spain and another, 
which will ſoon take place, for they are pur- 
ſued ; convince the princes and the pours 
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of Europe, that the ſeventh chapter ot 
Daniel and the ſecond of Haggai are now 
fulfilling. 

At 3 time, when the Lord God 
was inſtructing me in a knowledge of tae 
laws and other things, relative to the nation 
I am appointed to govern, he ſaid, in a 
viſion of the night, When I bring princes 
and people from all nations to bow down 
to you; when I begin to exalt you above 
the Kings of the carth— Be ſober, be mo- 
deſt, be reaſonable. And immediately af- 
ter he added, You may inform the king of 
England that I call you my nephew. 

On the 3d of March, 1794, I was in a 
viſion, and ſaw the ſun in its full ſtrength, 
clear and high up in the firmament: ſoon 
after I ſaw another ſun riſe on a ſudden, 
equally large as the former, and ſtand cloſe 
by it; both ſhone with equal brightneſs, 
and the laſt, as well as the firſt, enlightened 
the world. 5 

After the firſt diviſion of this copy was 
ſent to be printed, and even ſome of it 
done, the printer was adviſed not to do it 
according to my form; for, if he did, pro- 
ſecution, impriſonment, and perhaps hang- 
ing, would be the conſequence to him. 
For which the Lord God commands me to 
keep back the additional information that 
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otherways would be given, and terminate 
the book. 

I have ſaid already that the ſixth chap- 
ter of the Revelation was now fulfilling : 
the four ſirſi ſeals are opened, and the cover- 
ing, which kept the meaning of the pro- 
phecies a profound ſecret until the preſent 
time, is removed: the recorded decrees are 
held up, and God himſelf commands a 
knowledge of their contents to be publiſhed 
for the good of all nations. But if I can- 
not have the commands of God, and a 
knowledge of his judgments, printed ex- 
actly as I write, how is this extenſion of 
mercy to be known over Europe, and the 
people of London informed of any danger 
that is paſt, or any danger that is to come? 
All the prophecies in the Scripture were 
given through men: the Ninevites were 
warned through one. 

How is the king to fave himſelf from 
that recorded, determined, and unavoidable 
death, which all the powers of armies can- 
not prevent? How is London and the par- 
liament to be ſaved, when they are re- 
corded in the Scripture of truth to be de- 
ſtroyed? How is England, Europe, and 
moſt parts of the world to be ſaved, when 
they are recorded to be filled with blood by 
war, and to be made defolate for ever by 

earthquakes, 
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earthquakes, if the perſon I employ is de- 
terred, by the fears of proſecution and 
evil, from printing the full copy, exactly 
as I give it? | 

The king of Egypt and his people were 
deſtroyed, becauſe they would not believe 
Moſes; but the king of Nineveh and his 
pl were ſaved, becauſe they did be- 

ieve Jonah, and reform. 

The king of England, the chancellor of 
the Exchequer, ſecretaries of ſtate, other 
members of adminiſtration, and as many 
members of both houſes of parliament, as 
my ability will allow ; the biſhops, judges, 
and all the foreign ambaſſadors in London ; 
will have a book ſent to each. 

On account of my being inſulted, becauſe 
the Jews do not believe in the firſt book, 
by a public acknowledgment of it, the 
Lord God commands me to remind all men 
of what is wrote in that book, and to ſay, 
that as the Jews do not believe in Chriſt 
it cannot be expected that they will in me; 
neither are they, until 1 am revealed in a fimi- 
lar manner to Moſes in Egypt, but with the 
additional power of fire as his ſign, to make 
them. 

The night before I had finiſhed this book 
for the preſs, the Lord God ſhewed it to 
me in a viſion, ready printed, holding it 
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up at the ſame time by one leaf, and ſhaking 
all the others open, while he pronounced, 
in ſtrong clear words, and commanded me 
to write them down exactly as he ſpoke, 
for univerſal information: 


There is nothing in this book that the 
Engliſh law can take hold of: — So ſays 
Him that Iſaiah the prophet calls Won- 
derful Counſellor. 


I requeſt every body, in all nations, to 
read this book with attention, and receive 
it favourably; for although the information 
and warning it contains 1s through me, yet 
it is not mine, but God's.

Who did 
the angel ſpeak to in mount Sina from a 
flame of fire in a buſh ? St. Stephen meant 
no other here than Moſes.

Expounders of the Scriptures have always 
ſuppoſed that St. Stephen, by repeating in: 
this chapter the verſes I have inſerted from 
Deuteronomy, meant Chriſt to be the pro- 
phet alluded to by Moſes, which is, /ike 
himſelf, to collect and lead home the Jews; 
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but he does not; he repeats it as an hiſtorical 
account, to remind the council, before 
which he ſtood for judgment, that as their 
fathers had before rejected Moſes in the 
wilderneſs, fo did they their children reject 
Chriſt at Jeruſalem. But in no one- part 
does he, or St. Peter in the ad chapter, 
mean that- Chriſt is the prophet alluded to 
by Moſes in the eighteenth chapter of 
Deuteronomy,—0s the fortieth verſe even ſuffici- 
ently toflifis 


REVELATION TO ST. JOHN, 
1 Joh 3 be | 4 

St. John the Apoſtle in this chapter de- 
ſcribes a woman as cloathed — ſun, 
the moon under her feet (meaning darkneſs, or the 
Turkiſh empire in Afia), and a crown of twelve 
ſtars on her head. The ſun alluded to is 
not the ſun in the firmament, neither is 
that ſun the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as has been 
always erroneouſly ſuppoſed. The woman 
is not the church, nor yet the Bleſſed Vir- 
in, the mother of Chriſt, as has always 
been likeywffe erroneouſly ſuppoſed ; but 
that ſun, "means an entire man com- 
poſed: of fleſh and blood like any other ; 
and that woman, the princeſs of Iſrael. 
The prince is repreſented as a ſun, becauſe 


that through him God will enlighten the 
| world 
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world with more knowledge than ever it 
had yet, and give a freſh manifeſtation of 
his mercy to prolong: its duration. The 
woman, as his conſort, is reprefented as 
clothed with him, and alſo as wearing a 
crown of twelve ftars ; becaufe he, as her 
huſband, is prince of the twelve tribes. 
The child, who will govern all nations imme- 
diately under and next to God, being caught up 
to God and to his throne, means no more 
than the child going up to Jeruſalem, 
where the throne of will be on earth. 
The woman's going into the wilderneſs, 
means going up to Jeruſalem alſo; the 
words into the wilderneſs are mentioned, 
becauſe the city is ſituated far inland from 
the ſea. The dragon means a European 
prince now alive, who will pour out pro- 
clamations and manifeſtoes after me, as a

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It means, to continue in ſucceſſion from 
father to ſon, from the one as a man, to 
the other as a man, while the world laſts. 
The Bleſſed Virgin Mary, through whom 
Chriſt the Redeemer, who was God, came into the 
world, was deſcended from king David : it 
is for this that Chriſt, though he was the 
Everlaſting Father and Creator of all 
things, is alluded to as the ſon of David.

IN the month called June, 1791, at the 
hour of two in the afternoon, I ſaw a hand, 
from the wriſt downwards, like the hand of 
a man, with the fore finger pointed out, ap- 
pear on a ſudden a little above the height of 
my head, near the door, on the wall or par- 
tition of the room I was then in. After this 

| ] was 
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i was infortned, by revelation, at night, from 
the Lord God, that it meant the ſpeedy end 
of the preſent king of England and his em- 
pue, like Belſhazzat and Babylon, both of 
which would ſoon be deſtroyed. 
In the month called May, 1792, I was in 
a viſion, and receiving inſtruction from God 
of future things: he ſhewed me the queen, 
greatly alarmed at his judgments, by my re- 
velation, with the power of fire, and imme- 
diately ſhe cried out, The Lord have mercy 
on us! we ſhall all be deſtroyed, we ſhall all 
be deſtroyed! 3 

After this I was in a viſion again, and the 
Lord God ſhewed me the preſent queen of 
England, coming towards me, flow, tremb- 
ling, and afraid. This was communicated, 
with other things, to William Pitt, in the 
month called June, 1792. And likcwiſe, in- 
forming him, at the ſame time, that it would 
moſt certainly be fulfilled: It will; it is eſ- 
tabliſhed with God, and will be ſo. 
In the beginning of the month of June, 
1792, I was in a viſion, and was carried 
away, by the Spirit of God, to the palace 
called St. James's, where I ſaw the preſent 
king of England ; he roſe from his ſeat on 
ſeeing me, and immediately ſent me his own 

nificent ſtar, at the ſame time breathin 
on it, and kiſſing, as if kiſſing to take a la 
farewel ; 
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farewel; yet not with grief and reluctance to 
give, but with evident ſatisfaction. Why 
the king of England ſhould take his own 
conſpicuous ornament, and fend it to me, 
was a thing that I was greatly aſtoniſhed at; 
I wiſhed to know the meaning, but could 
not diſcover, until a loud voice pronounced, 
down from heaven, The Lord God delivers 
his life over into your hands, and he will give 
you any thing to preſerve it. This viſion, 
with others, and other things, was commu- 
nicated, by Divine command, to the king, 
in 1792. The letter, which contained it, 
with others to the king, the queen, and the 
chancellor of the Exchequer, were put into 
the penny- poſt office, to be ſent by that con- 
veyance, according to the directions I re- 
ceived on that head by revelation from God. 

1794. This day, called Thurſday, and the 
12th of the month called June, I was in a 
viſion, at the hour of two in the afternoon, 
when the Lord God ſpoke to me in a voice 
of great quickneſs, carrying me away to the 
Bank of England at the ſame time, and fay- 
ing, There is one of twenty. The whole 
place rung and trembled with the clear, but 
tharp ſound of his words. It is by his ſa- 
cred and particular command I mennon this 
viſion in writing. |

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The 13th} in the morning, the Lord God 
ſaid to me, among other things, in a viſion, 
You ſee thoſe people do not believe, neither 


will they for all your endeavours; why then 


do you continue to entreat me for them? 
The 14th, in the morning, the Lord God 
ſpoke to me, and ſaid, The judgment is now 
againſt this nation ; the thunder, juſt paſt, 
was to proclaim it: Pharaoh is appointed to 
die, and his government to be deſtroyed ; 
the prieſts, and all the abominable idolatries 
of Egypt, ſhall periſh, never to be found an

In the ſame manner that the . Lord God ſpoke to the 
prophet Samuel, and revealed a knowledge of his de- 


figns, in the ſame manner alſo he ſpeaks to me, and 


reveals a knowledge of his will.

After this I was in a viſion, and the Lord 
God brought cloſe to me, that I might hear 
the report of a gun that was fired, and fee a 
man privately ſhoot at another, to kill him: 
it was ſo near, that I ſaw the flaſh, and ſmelt 
the powder. Before the death of the king of 
Sweden I was ſhewn, in a vifion, ſimilar to 
this, that he would be delivered over from 

the protection of God, to be ſhot. | 
I know, becauſe the Lord God has ex- 
plained it to me by revelation, that this viſion 
means, the man fired at to be the preſent kin 
of England. He will be ſhot, but not kill- 
ed; he will be wounded, but not mortally. 

He has not believed me at any time, al- 
though I fully informed him 1n 1792, and 


' fince, that it would be fo: neither will he, un- 

til the very evil is vifited on him: and viſited 

on him, to increaſe his diſtreſs, at a time 

- when he is ſurrounded with danger, and load- 

ed with trouble; it moſt certainly will, Then 

the king of England will be convinced, o 
OE TO woefu 
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woeful and feeling proofs, but it will be 
very late; — comparatively, when Death 
knocks at the door, that he deſpiſed the 
oftered mercy of God in 1792, and con- 
ſtantly ſince his beſt friend, among man- 
kind, as falſe. 

In the month called March, 1794, I was 
in a viſion, and the Lord God ſhewed me a 
large and very tall oak tree; it ſtood alone; 
it was entirely withered, and all its branches 
were cut off, While I was conſidering the 
tree, its lonely condition and nakedneſs, I 
heard a very loud voice call out of heaven, 
Hew down that tree. Immediately the tree 
was covered with a thick cloud of darkneſs, 
and an angel deſcended from God, who 
{truck the tree with ſo violent a blow that 
it fell to the ground, and in its fall it made 
a great noiſe. 

1794. Firſt of the month called July, 
the Lord God ſaid to me, among other 
things, in a viſion, early in the morning, 
for I had been earneſtly praying to him the 
evening before to haſten my revelation to 
the Jews, and inform me how long it would 
be until it took place; becauſe I was daily 
abuſed as an impoſtor, for publiſhing his 
commands, by wicked men; every one of 
them led on under the influence of an evil 
ſpirit—You muſt be at Conſtantinople, in 

F your 
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your way to Jeruſalem, by this time the 
next year. 

The 2d of the ſame month, the Lord 
God ſaid to me, in a viſion on my bed, 
early in the morning, in breaking bread 
you muſt not any longer ſay, to any perſon, 
Peace and friendſhip, but ſalvation only to 
hte ſpiritual. 

I know, by revelation, that Chriſtoph 
Love, a clergyman, who was unjuſtly tricd, 
condemned, and put to death in London, 
in the year of 1651, had the divine Spirit 
of the living God, and prophecied from it. 
He teſtified of me at that time under dif- 
ferent names, though all of them meant 
one and the ſame perſon ; that of a Bright 
Star, as a Sound of Thunder in the Ears 
of the Wicked, a Lantern to the Jews, and 
a Great Man. | 
The Lord God commands me to give 
this teſtimony, and alſo to ſay, that he 
will ſoon ſend, in anger, the viſitation of 
his judgment on London, and call her to 
a ſtrict account for ſhedding not only the 
blood of this righteous man, but likewiſe 
all his other faithful witneſſes. 

I know likewiſe, by revelation from the 
Lord God, and am commanded to write it 
down, that John Maximilian Daut was

ſanctified by the divine Spirit of Truth, and 
prophecied, under its ſacred direction, in 
the year of 1709. He has alſo teſtified of 
me under different names. | 

The Lord God commands me to inform 
you, John Wright, that you are of the 
Hebrews, of the tribe of Levi, deſcended 
from Aaron the high prieſt, by Phinehas, 
Zadok, and Ezra; for which the covenant 
to your forefather, Phinehas, of an ever- 
laſting prieſthood, is renewed, given to 
you, to be manifeſted in you.

The Lord God commands me to ſay to 
all you, profeſſing Chriſtianity, whom I 
have, by his ſacred direction, acknowledged 
to be of the Hebrews, deſcended from Iſ- 
rael; for you, and your children after you, 
are ſome of his choſen people; not to take 
up, in obedience to any law or any human 
power whatever, warlike arms, to ſhed 
blood, or commit violence, in conſequence 
of the approaching calamities which he 
will moſt ſurely bring on this Egyptian 
land. 

Neither mind the people that blaſpheme 
God, and revile you for believing in his 
teſtimonies: the wicked have always roſe 
againſt the righteous, and this land, like 
Egypt of old, has many taſk-maſters to 
-abuſe and oppreſs in it. Therefore com- 
fort yourſelves in the knowledge of the 
promiſes of God to his ſervants: For I de- 
clare, by his ſacred command, that the vi- 
ſible Jews are but few in number, compared 
to the great multitude profeſſing Chriſti- 

anity, 
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anity, but all deſcended from the former 
Jews in the land of Iſrael, the forefathers: 
of the preſent viſible ones; which were, at 
different times, led captives into all na- 
tions: your lives are long, their's but 
hort; your are the holy feed, the people 
and ſaints of the Moſt High; to whom, 
and your children for ever, belongs the 
poſſeſſion and government of his kingdom. 

The Lord God, who was the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, commands me now, and not untit 
now, to inſert the following teſtimonies, 
as a worning to all blaſphemers, and as a reaſon 
to all men, that do not know, why he ſaid 
to me, in the preceding part of this book, 
You may inform the king of England that

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The Lord God commands me to ſay, 
for the information and warning of all 
men, That between this day the 25th of 
the preſent month called October, and the 
beginning of the month called June 1795, 
without mentioning to any perſon at what 
particular time in that interval, my reve- 
lation to the Jews, with a ſign the ſame as 
Moſes in Egypt—and to the people of 
London, will take place: to the former, to 
receive the commands of God through me, 
and to collect all their property and depart 
in great haſte from all nations to their own 
land : the ſhips of England, France, Spain, 
and all Europe, will be obedient to the 
commands of God to carry home their 
wealth, and all the people that chuſe to go 
by ſea : t the latter, to convince them the 
deſtruction of London in 1791, according 
to the eighteenth chapter of the Revelation, 
would have been fulfilled, but for my en- 
treaty. To fulfil the 4th chapter and the 5th 
verſe of the prophet Malachi, which is, Behold, 
I will ſend you Elijah the prophet before 
the coming of the great and dread ful day 
of the Lord. I, myſelf, am the appointed 
prophet to fulfil that chapter and character. 
Therefore I warn all people in all natians 
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that the terrible day of the Lord, allud- 
ed to, is nigh ; it is not the day of univer- 
ſal judgment, but the day which is to burn 
like an oven, and which is to conſume the 
wicked from the face of the earth—like 
the ſtubble of the field. Then, according 
to the prophet Daniel in the ſeventh chap- 
ter, the kingdom, and dominion, and the 
reatneſs of the kingdom under the whole 
eaven, will be given for an everlaſting 
— to the people and ſaints of the 
oſt High. Being to be revealed the ſame 
as Moſes, but in the ſame Spirit and power 
as Elijah, when he deſtroyed the ſoldiers 
and prieſts of Ahab, I am to repronounce 
his judgments, to execute them on all falſe 
Chriſts and falſe prophets; and afterwards, 
to call down fire from heaven to conſume 
the enemies of God.

The Lord God will influence and com- 
mand numbers of his people, both men and 
women, to give the ſame publick teſtimo- 
nies, He will alſo give them, to fulfil the

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prophecy of Joel in the 24. chapter, in wonderful 
viſions, dreams, and open ſigns in the 
heaven, a knowledge of the approaching 
times. | 

28 And it ſhall come to paſs afterward 
that I will pour out my Spirit upon all 
fleſh ; and your ſons and your daughters 
ſhall prophecy ; your old men ſhall dream 
dreams, and your young men ſhall ſee 
viſions.

The opening of the next ſeal, while it brings woe 
to the wicked, will manifeft to the fes the great 
power and name of their prince with God, as recorded 
by Daniel, for their deliverance and ors 
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THE PROPHET DANIEL, 


And at that time ſhall Michael ſtand up, 
the great prince which ſtands for the chil- 
dren of thy ple; and there ſhall be a 
time of 4 oy ſuch as never was fince 
there was a nation, even to that fame 
time: and at that time thy people ſhall be delivered, 
every one that ſhall be found written in 
the book. | 

The time of the world alluded to, when the 
woeful calamities mentioned here will take 
place, is juſt now come: Myſelf, who 
will be the revealed prince of Iſrael, is the 
Michael and the great prince alluded to 
here by the el ſpeaking to Daniel: 
but not the Lord Jeſus Chriſt viſibly, who 
is God, and king over all: neither is it 
the angel that is mentioned under the 
name of Michael in the r0th. chapter, and 
13th, v. 

2 And many of them that ſleep in the 
duſt of the earth ſhall awake; ſome to 
everlaſting life, and ſome to ſhame and 
everlaſting contempt. 

3 And they that be wiſe ſhall ſhine as 
the brightneſs of the firmament; and they 
that turn many to righteouſneſs, as the 
ſtars for ever and ever. 


4 But, 
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4 But, thou, O Daniel, ſhut up the 
words, and ſeal the book, even to the time of 
the end: many ſhall run to and fro, and 
knowledge ſhall be increafed. 

8 And I heard, but underſtood not: 
then ſaid I, O my Lord, what ſhall be the 
end of theſe things ? 

'9 And he ſaid, Go thy way, Daniel; 
for the words are cloſed up and ſealed ill 
the time of the end. 

Io Many ſhall be purified, and made

At this time, which is the time alluded 
to by the angel informing Daniel, the 
earth will quake, and be rent in many places: 
the heaven will be con vulſed, opening and 
ſhurting, and ſhewing many fearful ſigns: 
there will be ſtorms of wind, hail, and 
ſhowers of Rain, with violent thunderin 
and lightning : the very beaſts of the field, 
birds of the air, and fiſhes of the fea, will 
be frightened : all the inhabitants of the 
earth will tremble for their lives, dreading 
that it is the hour of their diſſolution and 
day of univerſal judgment; ſo fierce and 
terrible will the great anger of God be 
manifeſted againſt a wicked world, profeſ- 
ſing 
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fing Chriſt with their lips, but teaching 
rebellion againſt his bleſſed Goſpel in 
their public laws and forms of prayer. 
Swearing oaths ; the Lord's ſupper, or 
taking the ſacrament to remember him 
and commemorate the awful moment when 
he gave it to his diſciples, is made a qua- 
lification, even to the moſt unthinking, 
abandoned, and wicked, to ſerve in any 
public office or employment whatever. 
Of the public prayers. Our Father, 
which art in heaven; hallowed be thy 
name; thy kingdom come; which is the 
kingdom of peace; is very good: but the 
next form of prayer is beſeeching God to 
go forth with fleets and armies: this is 
very bad, becauſe it is in direct oppoſition 
to the former ; it encourages, ſtrife, hatred, 
war, and bloodſhed ; it is calling on God to 
keep back his kingdom, and to overthrow 
his own goſpel of peace. The worſhip of 
Ehriſtians ought to be pure, humble, and 
peaceable, without any mixture of poli- 


ticks or directional conſtraints from hu- | 


man law. 

The biſhops are called Lords Spiritual. 
To ordain a clergyman, he muſt kneel 
down before a biſhop, while he - ſays, 
« Receive the Holy Ghoſt for the office 
and work of a prieſt in the church of God, 
now committed unto thee by the impoſi- 

tion

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tion of our hands. Whoſe ſins thou doſt 
forgive, they are forgiven; and whoſe ſins 
thou doſt retain, they are retained.“ 
Likewiſe, at the conſecration of a bi- 
ſhop, it is ſaid, * Receive the Holy 
Ghoſt, for the office and work of a biſhop 
in the church of God, now committed 
unto thee by the impoſition of our hands ; 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghoſt. Amen. And remem- 
ber that thou ſtir up the grace of God, 
—_— is given thee by this impeſuion of our 
nds.” - : 
As there is in truth no Lord but God; 
no man ought to aſſume his ſacred name. 
No man is Spiritual that has not the Holy 
Ghoſt, the divine Spirit of Truth ; it is by 
Chrift that it is given, and he will not 
give it to any that promotes the evil of war 
and diſobedience to his goſpel. A prince 
may give to a man a title, but it is God 
only that can make him Spiritual : he 
cannot give that mighty Spirit which he 
has not the power to command, and which 
he never received the gift of himſelf. To 
purſue then any longer ſuch a falſe form of 
ordination and conſecration, is not only 
diſhonourable to the king, parliament, and 
people of England, but alſo a reproach 2 
| Cz tne 
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the biſhops to attempt to give, and to the 
clergy to kneel down to receive. 
urn from ſuch deceitful unmanly ways, 
and endeavour to live long; for it is the 
word of God through a man that points at 
the crime, and warns you to forſake, what 
mult, if you do not, lead to certain death: 
for, believe me, the day of deſtruction to 
puniſh diſobedience to the goſpel is ſo very 
nigh, that it will take place before the com- 
mencement of eight months from this day. 
Look at your wives, your children, and 
all that is dear to you on earth; then conſi- 
der how great the bleſſing to have them, to 
live with, and poſſeſs them; but how terri- 
ble the evil to ſeparate, to be burnt with 
fire—to die, and loſe them for ever. 
Remember, God created man in his own 
image and likeneſs, and created the earth 
for his uſe ; that man might believe in him, 
and obey his commands. 
He brought the children of Iſrael out of 
to conduct them to the promiſed land, 
but when they diſobeyed him in the wilder- 
neſs, he deſtroyed thouſands of them. He 
burnt Sodom and Gomorrah, becauſe the 
people were wicked; but he ſaved Ninevah, 
which was alſo denounced, becauſe the peo- 
ple repented. 


The 
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The Lord God is great, merciful, and 
compaſſionate to forgive all that do entreat 
and obey his commands; but be affured, 
he 1s alſo great, mighty, and powerful, jea- 
lous of his facred name and honour when 
given to men : and he can do now what he 
did of old, they are recorded for our example and 
warning, that is, overthrow cities, and deſtroy 
multitudes in an inſtant. 

Life, bleſſing, and e, is the inherit- 
ance of the ſervants, he ſaints, and people

(It means the Jews, who, when I am re- 
vealed, will acknowledge that the Lord 
Chriſt is the Lord God: then they will pur 
off the mortal cloathing of unbelief and er- 
ror, and put on the immortal cloathing of 
faith and righteouſneſs.) and have con- 
feſſed the name of God: now are they

| 46 Then 
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46 Then ſaid I to the angel, What young 
perſon is that which crowns them, and 
gives them palms in their hands. So he 
anſwered and ſaid to me, It is the Son of 
God, whom they have confeſſed in the 


world. Then I began greatly to commend 


them that ſtood ſo ſtifly for the name of 
the Lord. 

The Son of God, alluded to here, is not 
the Saviour, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as has 
been always erroneouſly ſuppoſed ; but a 
human being, of fleſh and blood, like any 
other. It is a man, and but a man; though 
recorded, and honoured with being called 
the Son of God. It is myſelf, who am the 
man that will be made that prince, alluded 
to by Ezekiel, in the xliv. xlv. xlvi. and 
xlviii. chapters of his Prophecy; and in 
the ſecond chapter of Haggai, when kingdoms 
are convulſed with violence and war, with the fall 
of thrones and the deſiruftion of armies, as a pro- 
miſed, a deſigned ſignet, manifeſted to the 
world by the great power and extended 
goodneſs of God. It is that man, whom 
God has deſigned to be the viſible prince 
of Iſrael. As a believer in God, by, and 
through Chrifl, the divine Spirit af Truth, and an 
obeyer of his commands, he is a ſon, an 
adopted ſon: ſo is every man under heaven 
an acknowledged ſon, whether rich or poor, 

chat 
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that does the ſame; and ſo is every woman 
likewiſe, an adopted, an acknowledged 
daughter. 

Remember the words of the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt in the Goſpel, where he ſays, After 
this manner therefore pray ye. Our Fa- 
ther, which art in heaven, &c. As God 
then is our father, we, that acknowledge 
and pray to him as ſuch, are ſurely his ſons 
and daughters. 

All that believe in the teſtimony of God 
by me, which he now commands me to 
make known, are his people, a part (be- 
cauſe the viſible Fews are the great body) of that 
innumerable multitude, ſhewn by the an- 
gel to Eſdras, crowned, and receiving 
palms. - 

The Lord God commands me to remind 
all people of the loud thunder that was on 
the 7th of Auguſt laſt, and to ſay, It was 
a threat from him to deſtroy London, 
ſooner than ſuſfer me to be hurt: take it 
for a warning, and beware of the dreadful 
conſequences that will moſt certainly en- 
ſue, if a ſimilar injury is intended againſt 
me: for if you, the Engliſh Government, 
is determined to moleſt me, the Lord God 
are alſo determined to oppoſe you; and will 
viſit with death on his enemies, and with 


deſtruction on their capital. For the * 
if 
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liſh Government, both what is called civil and 
eccleſiaſtical, in its preſent form, will, by the 
fierce anger and determined judgment of 
the Lord God, be removed, annihilated, 
and utterly deſtroyed, before the expiration 
of ten months from this day. 

For thoſe unhappy men, which compoſe 
it, as if the injuſtice of the preſent war was 
not ſufficient to provoke him, have impru- 
dently gone on, adding evil to evil, and now, 
more than before, -ollicly encourage blaſ- 
phemy againſt him, and abuſe againſt his 
prophet. Why do they do ſo? ſaid the Lord 
God to me. Why? becauſe you have not 
their mark, but my ſeal; you have not their 
authority, the laying on the hands of their 
biſhops, to give the Holy Ghoſt to pro- 
phecy by, but my Spirit, yet theſe are the men 
that pretend to judge of ſpirits, to diſcern the 
good from the evil: they ſuppoſe every 
man, that writes or ſpeaks under the power 
and influence of God, is a falſe prophet, 
an impoſter under deluſion ; becauſe the 
words of truth, by him, go-to contradict 
their mark, their human ordinances, and 
political forms of prayer. 

The Lord Jeſus Chriſt ſays, in the fif- 
teenth chapter of his Goſpel by St. Mat- 
thew, © But in vain they do worſhip me, 
teaching, 
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reaching, for doctrines, the commandments 


of men. 
And becauſe the annunciation of my 


gm of peace and preſervation, brings 
wit 


1t the ſentence of death againſt their 
kingdom of war and human deſtruction ; 
therefore, hear what the Lord God ſays to 
me by revelation, and commands me to 
write, That, as they have encouraged blaſ- 
phemy againſt me, they ſhall not. proſper; 
for I will ſend a blaſt on them that will 
confound all their counſels: and, as they 
have encouraged abuſe againſt you, whom 
I ſent, and who entreated me for their good, 
I will deliver them - over to the power of 
their enemies; to be hated by every body, 
deſpiſed, and trod under foot like mire in 
the ſtreets. 
The Lord God commands me to ſay, for 
the information of the Engliſh government, 
the judges, and all men, that the priſoners, 
now in confinement, and on trial for their 
lives, charged with the crime of High 
Treaſon againſt the life of the king of 
England, are innocent: as ſuch, he requires 
me to make known to the king his ſacred 
commands in writing, and to publiſh this 
for the knowledge of all. 
The Lord God commands me to inform, 


through this book, all that honour —_— 
is 
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his ſervants the peaceable and righteons 
in all nations, which have had their pro- 
perty, whether in land or money, co 
cated; for no other reaſon than becauſe the 
nation they belonged to declared wa a- 
gainſt the nation they lived im all fuch 
property, or its full value, with reaſonable 
intereſt for the time, fhatt moſt ſurely be 
reſtored. | ; 

And yon, Peter Woulfe, one of the A- 
vignon Society, whom. the Lord my God 
commands me to mention here 2, name, 
as a teſtimony of his t regard, your 
E confiſcated i Fence wilt all 

reſtored with intereſt, and much kind- 
neſs ſhewn to you by the members. of its 
government : they will reſtore the property 
of every other peaceable individual Iikewiſe: 
by the ſame divine rule of juſtice, Spain, 
England, Pruſſta, Germany, Holland, and 
all the other nations of Europe, muft re- 
ſtore theirs. For the time of the warld is

The Blaſphemy means the 
titles given to, and aſſumed by the King 
of England ; ſuch as, Our Moſt Gracious 
Sovereign Lord, Sacred Perſon, Majeſty, 
Defender of the Faith, and Supreme Head 
of the Church; all which names belong to 
God, he only can be what they expreſs, 
and when they are applied to any other, 
the ſin is Blaſphemy in his fight. 

2 And the beaſt which I ſaw was like 
unto a leopard, and his feet were as the 
feet of a bear, and his mouth as the mouth 

| G 3 of 
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of a lion: and the dragon gave him his 
3 Power, and his ſeat, great authority. 

The Engliſh 1 for being Su- 
preme Head of the Church, and over the 
many religious ſects tolerated in the coun- 
try, is the reaſon that it is, for their great 
1 compared to a leopard full of 
pots. 
"As a bear is very ſtrong on his feet, ſo 
is the Engliſh Monarchy : and as a lion 
roars with his mouth the loudeſt of any 
beaſt, ſo does the Engliſh Monachy pro- 
claim its tneſs more than any other. 
3 And I ſaw one of his heads as it were 
wounded to death; and his deadly wound 
was healed : and all the world wondered 
after the beaſt. _ 

The beginning of this verſe means the 
death of Charles the Firſt king of England: 
- and the deadly wound being healed, means 
the recovery of Monarchy by the reſtora- 
tion of Charles the Second. During the 
interval of time between the death and 
ſucceſſion, all the world wondered if the 
Engliſh Monarchy would ever. be reſtored 
again.
